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“ALL-IN” BID UNDER ATTACK 


A MERICA is the home of the “all-in” bid. Opinion in this country has 


*" been sharply divided as to whether its introduction into Britain has been 
a desirable import or not. 


It is therefore an event of some significance when a group of specialist 
contractors in Chicago roundly condemn the “all-in” bid system and advocate 
instead the “Chicago Plan’? (summarised elsewhere in this issue) which is in 
effect, the traditional British system of dealing with sub-contracts for engineer- 
ing services such as heating and ventilating work and electrical installations. 


The sub-contractors providing these engineering services in Britain have 
already found to their cost that the “all-in” bid in which all the main contractors 
obtain prices for such sub-contract work can result in improper disclosure of 
prices, and what the Chicago specialists aptly call “bid-shopping” and “bid- 
peddling”. Bid-shopping, it is pointed out, benefits the main contractor, not 
the client, while bid-peddling, or practice resorted to by disreputable sub- 
contractors results in inferior workmanship. 


The Chicago specialist contractors go on to say that bid-shopping and 
bid-peddling have produced a new breed in the industry, the “broker- 
contractor”. He is neither main contractor nor sub-contractor. The 
emphasis in his title lies in the word “broker” and he lives from his ability 
as a shrewd auctioneer. He is, say the Chicago specialists, interested solely 
in getting the lowest price, without any real concern for past performance, 
competency or integrity. 


It is said that there is only one complete answer to these evils and that is 
the procedure based on separate bids for mechanical speciality sub-contracting. 
Under this system whereby the bids are returned to the client or his architect, 
no bidder gets to see his competitor’s bid and at no time, after the opening, 
can he offer to reduce his bid. By the same token, say the Chicago specialists, 
no bidder is requested to meet a lower bid, real or imaginary, of a competitor. 


The Chicago Plan advocates such separate bids (viz. the traditional 
British tendering sytem) for plumbing, heating, ventilating and electrical work. 
It recognises the need for the assignment of these sub-contracts to the general 
contractor in some instances, but adds that in such an event there should be 
provision for payments to be made directly to the sub-contractors to prevent 


general contractors in financial distress from delaying due payments to finance 
their own operations. 


The Chicago Plan contends that extensive experience of the separate bids 
system shows that it produces lower costs, eliminates bid-shopping and bid- 
peddling, and enables competent speciality sub-contractors to be selected. It 
claims that most architects in the Chicago area favour separate bids and that 
many general contractors individually, if not collectively, have come to realise 


that there is a great deal of merit in bid separation from the standpoint of the 
general contractor. . 


Such a strong condemnation of the “all-in’’ bid system coming as stated 
earlier from its conceptual home, leaves much to ponder. Engineering services 
such as heating, ventilating and electrical installations demand a high degree 
of technical knowledge and skill. Tendering for them is a complicated process 
and the nature of the work demands that it should be placed with a reputable 
firm. Clearly the sub-contractors concerned have a legitimate grievance if the 
“all-in” bid system exposes their bids to a dutch auction and produces more 
tenders for the sub-contract work than for the main contract. And the 
client’s interests may suffer if quality is sacrificed for cost. 


Contract methods are changing and rightly so, in order to speed up progress 
and improve control and co-ordination of the various interests concerned. But 
the sound and incorruptible principles of the traditional British system must 
not be ignored. It is perhaps more a matter of improving and streamlining 
this system rather than embarking on something new. Otherwise instead of 
just eradicating the present shortcomings far greater and more sinister evils 
may be created.

i of the important results of the 
recent building wages settlement is 
the greater attractiveness the industry will 
have for school-leavers after October next. 
It will be particularly attractive for those 
youngsters who are wise enough to take 
pre-apprenticeship courses, These are 
designed to provide school-leavers with 
an extended period of general education 
and a sound, practical introduction to 
building. 

A boy completing such a course earns 
remission of his first year of indentured 
apprenticeship. That is, he enters the 
industry as a second-year apprentice and 
serves a four-year period as an indentured 
apprentice instead of the normal five years. 

Mr. J. W. Harper, one of the regional 
secretaries of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives, argues that 
when the wage increases come into effect 
next autumn this will mean that a boy 
aged 16 who has completed a pre- 
apprenticeship course will start his appren- 
ticeship at the age of 16 but will receive 
the apprentice rate for the 17-years-old, 
which will be £5 15s. 6d. a week, as 
opposed to the £3 17s, a week for the 
16-years-old rate. 

There is another valuable by-product 
of the pre-apprenticeship courses. The 
better training opportunities they make 
possible are likely to allow more craft 
apprentices to qualify with greater ease 
and, indeed, greater speed for the better 
paid supervisory posts after they have com- 
pleted their time. 

There is one snag, however. Too many 
employers are wriggling out of their 
responsibilities by declining to register 
their apprentices with the National Joint 
Apprenticeship Board. Without indentures 
and proper registration a youngster is 
being deprived of the only means he will 
have in later years of proving beyond all 
doubt that he has satisfactorily completed 
a period of apprenticeship in the building 
industry. If unemployment should come 
to the building trades it will be the ability 
of a craftsman to produce this proof to 
an employer that will largely determine 
whether he gets a job or goes on the dole. 

If youngsters today are prepared to offer 
themselves for training as apprentices the 
least employers can do is to see that the 
training given is of the recognised kind and 
that the youngsters concerned are regularly 
and properly indentured. Without such a 
safeguard, of course, the boy is at a 
disadvantage immediately for he has no 
guarantee of five years’ employment, little 
incentive to complete his training and risks 
wasting two or three years of training time 
at a crucial age in his working career. 

Hitherto I have held my hand on 
suggesting the knock-out remedy in cases 
where employers just sign on apprentices 
and leave it at that. The position is 
becoming so serious, however, particularly 
with the bulge of school-leavers upon us, 
that I propose to hold my hand no longer. 
I therefore suggest to all the building 
unions that from now on they get really 
tough with those firms not toeing the line. 
They need have no fear of the outcome. 
A couple of good examples taken in a 
single locality will soon bring the other 
firms up to the mark. There is too much 
work about at the present time for it to 
be otherwise. 


Remuneration Weakness 


HAT about the young men entering 

the industry as pupils and trainees? 
According to some information recently 
given by Mr. Howard Rubie, the London 
secretary of the Public Schools Appoint 
ments Bureau, it would seem that com 
merce and industry are getting quite a 


fair share of boys leaving public schools, 
Industry, I find, is scarcely any longer 
looked upon as a “dirty alternative’ to 
the Church, the Army, the Law and 
Medicine, Building claims just under one 
per cent. of those leaving public schools, 
but if within the sphere of building are 
included architecture and surveying the 
percentage rises to just over four per cent. 
Unfortunately, surveying covers a very 
wide field of activity and that part of it 
related to building work must be small. 
Consequently I imagine that building, 
architecture and surveying cannot be much 
higher than two and half per cent. Even 
when one takes into account the general 
nature of construction work, this is an 
incredibly small percentage for an industry 
which directly employs an eighth to a 
tenth of the nation’s total working popula- 
tion. 

Money isn’t everything, but one of the 
weaknesses of the building industry in this 
context is the inability or unwillingness 
of those firms engaging this type of young 
man to set down in specific terms the rates 
of remuneration which the recruit might 
reasonably expect during the period of his 
training. However, the prospects for the 
building industry in getting a bigger share 
of public school leavers are not all black. 


Many young men leaving the _ public 
schools have developed a _ psychological 
“thing” about desk and office work. 


Building would seem to offer more than 
average chances of keeping this kind of 
training activity to a minimum, 


Embarrassed Builders 


NE of the factors likely to embarrass 
building firms seeking to implement 
the new arrangements for refreshment 
breaks on building sites after October next 
is the way some larger firms, often carry- 
ing out civil engineering work, keep the 
job open for all the hours heaven sends 
including all day Saturday and all day 
Sunday—so that the men can take home 
overtime-swollen pay packets. 

In the provinces this creates a tre- 
mendous problem for building firms 
struggling to operate the jointly-agreed 
wages and conditions agreements of the 
industry. What operative is going to 
accept even the standard rate and a 20 per 
cent. bonus when he can go round the 
corner and get a job which, admittedly 
involving longer working hours, gives him 
a pay packet of two and even three times 
the size? What operative, even if he does 
stay with the local firm in those circum- 
stances, is going to be willing to knuckle 
down to a sterner measure of site disci- 
pline, particularly with regard to the time 
he takes for his refreshment breaks? 


When the wages settlement was reached 
earlier this year I heard a lot of murmur- 
ings among the bigger firms that nothing 
could be more calculated to put prices up 
and pave the way for another round of 
inflation. Of course, the settlement meant 
quite the reverse, but it is funny to see 
that those shouting about inflation in the 
first instance are the very people who are 
now contributing to it as fast as they 
can go. 

There is an answer to this sort of thing 
and it is within the powers of Government 
departments, local authorities and 
nationalised boards who initiate the type 
of work to which I am referring to provide 
it. They should lay it down in the con 
tracts they enter into with the contractors 
that there shall be no Saturday and Sunday 
working, under any circumstances what- 
soever except those where safety con- 
siderations are likely to be involved. Why 
should taxpayers and ratepayers be made 
to pay through the nose, for that is what 
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they are doing, for work which might just 
as well be completed in 15 months instead 
of 12 months without any noticeable 
inconvenience being caused? This would 
stop much of the manpower cannibalism 
now going on and give local firms a bette: 
chance to apply the national agreements 
in the spirit as well as in the letter. 


Those Subsidies 


OW is the Government progressing 

with its policy on home ownership? 
I refer you to a question put to Mr. Henry 
Brooke, the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government and Minister for Welsh 
Affairs, by Mr. Ian MacArthur, the Con- 
servative member for Perth and East 
Perthshire. He wanted to know how many 
houses are now let by local authorities 
in England and Wales and what average 
rent is charged for them, 

Mr. Brooke’s reply was startling, to say 
the least. Housing authorities in England 
and Wales now own more than three and 
a quarter million houses for letting 
According to the latest available figures 
the average rent for the year 1959/60, 
exclusive of rates, was just over 20s, a 
week, Of the 1,053 housing authorities 
in England and Wales making a return 
to “Housing Statistics, 1959/60”, which is 
published by the Institute of Municipal 
Treasurers and Accountants, some 360 
operate differential rent schemes of one 
kind or another, but of these only 96, or 
just over nine per cent. of the total number 
of housing authorities concerned, operate 
a rent rebate or differential rent scheme 
in which the maximum rent is fully un 
subsidised, 

In other words, not only are those not 
living in council houses subsidising an 
enormous number of those who do, but 
those who do live in council houses and are 
paying economic rents must be feeling 
pretty sick about all those similarly 
housed who are getting away with it by not 
paying an economic rent. 

The more important issue, however, is 
that the Minister for some time past has 
been taking every opportunity he can to 
persuade housebuilders and developers to 
build more homes to rent. What kind of 
financial genius is likely to be forth- 
coming who can tell housebuilders how 
they can make this kind of development an 
economic proposition in the face of such 
competition from local authorities? I 
suppose that if time goes by and house- 
builders fail in their attempts to overcome 
the problem there will be no shortage of 
critics who will blame the private enter- 
prise side of the industry for not complying 
with the Minister’s request. That is one 
of the reasons why I mention the matter 
now. The first thing the Ministry of 
Housing has got to do is winkle out from 
local authority houses all those whose 
needs and incomes are such that they 
cannot in any way be classed as desperate 
cases. This will make it easier for public 
housing to assume its role as a true public 
service. The influx of those able to afford 
and provide a home for themselves at 
economic rentals on to the general housing 
market would then quickly make it pos- 
sible for housebuilders and developers to 


provide accommodation to rent. Simple. 
isn’t it? Looks like the Minister and his 
department have got to get tough. There's 


still time to do so before the next General 
Election!

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FIRST STAGE OF AYR BY-PASS BUILT 


IN 15 MONTHS 


4.8 Miles of Dual 24ft. Carriageway 


( )PENING the first stage of the Ayr 
by-pass recently, Mr. John SS. 
Maclay, Secretary of State for Scotland, 
described the scheme as an _ object 
lesson in co-operation and expedition. 
It was, he said, less than 18 months 
since he authorised the start of work on 
the by-pass and it was just over 15 months 
since work began. In that short space 
of time, over 44 miles of dual carriageway 
road, with three roundabouts and four 
bridges, had been completed and opened 
to traffic at a cost of about £3} million— 
all 4$ months inside the contract period. 
What made it a still more remarkable 
performance, stated Mr, Maclay, was that 
a great deal of the work had been done 
in the late summer when the weather let 
the contractor down badly. 


Route 
After an investigation of several alterna- 
tive alignments of a route for the by-pass 


of Prestwick and Ayr the final agreed line 
was made the subject of an order under 
the Trunk Roads Act, 1946, in February, 


1959. 

The by-pass, which is 4.8 miles long, 
is situated to the east of the two burghs 
and follows a route which commences at 
the Ayr-Mauchline road (A.758) about 
400yd. east of Whitletts Cross and pro- 
ceeds in a north-westerly direction joining 
the Turnberry-Ayr-Galston road (A.719) 
which it follows generally to Sandyford 
Smithy. From this point it turns gently 
towards the north-west, passing to the east 
of Shawhill Farm and crossing over the 
Monkton-Tarbolton road (B.739) at Briery- 
side Farm; it goes through Adamton 
Estate and to the east of the U.S.A.A.F. 
camp at Greensite to join the Kilmarnock- 
Ayr trunk road (A.77), about one mile 
north-east of Monkton Cross, and then 
proceeds in a westerly direction to join 
the Irvine-Monkton trunk road (A.78) 
near its junction with the Monkton-Troon 
road (B.749). 


The road has been located to provide a 





high standard of alignment and of visi- 
bility, the minimum radius of curves being 
4,300ft. and the maximum gradient 1 in 
37. The layout comprises dual carriage- 
ways each 24ft. wide, two verges 12ft. 
wide and a central reservation generally 
15ft. wide but increasing in width to 30ft. 
at the junction with route A.719 at Sandy- 
ford Smithy to facilitate turning move- 
ments, 


Three Roundabouts 


Three new roundabouts, each with an 
island of 180ft. diameter and 30ft. wide 
perimeter carriageways, are provided at 
the junctions of routes A.758, A.77, and 
A.78 with the by-pass. 


A total of six bridges have been con- 
structed and these are located at Powburn; 
Adamton, carrying the by-pass over route 
B.739; Ladykirk Burn; near Whitletts 
carrying the by-pass over the Ayr-Annbank 
railway line; and farm access overpass 
bridges at Whiteside and Shawhill. A 
cattle underpass is also constructed north- 
west of the A.77 roundabout. 

Before works were commenced, and 
during the course of the contract, surveys 
were carried out to obtain information on 
the nature and bearing capacities of the 
soils. One of the results of this investiga- 
tion was a decision to provide a system 
of vertical sand drains in the minor valley 
of the Dow’s Burn where very soft, weak 
and highly compressible soil was revealed. 

In all 550 vertical drains were sunk at 
about 7ft. 6in. intervals. The function of 
ihese drains is to provide an efficient 
drainage system to allow rapid dissipation 
of water in the soft compressible soil. 
By those means the embankment formed 
in this area was stabilised in a relatively 
short period and it is hoped that movement 
of the embankment which otherwise might 
have occurred over a period of years will 
be avoided. 

The construction of the new road in- 
volved the excavation, placing and com- 
paction of approximately 509,000 cu. yd. 


of material, roughly half of which had to 

be imported to the site. The carriageway 

construction varies in depth along the 

road depending upon the bearing value 

of the sub-soil, the minimum thickness 

being 19in. and the maximum about 24in. 
Dry-Lean Base 

The crust of the carriageway is com- 
prised of 8in, thick dry-lean concrete as 
a base, 2}in. thick bituminous macadam 
base course and a wearing surface of Lin. 
thick asphalt. 

The bridges at Powburn (39ft. span), 
Ladykirk Burn (29ft. span) and the railway 
bridge (28ft. span) near Whitletts have 
mass concrete sub-structures and filler 
joist decks—at Adamton the 55ft. span 
bridge over route B.739 has a mass con- 
crete sub-structure while the deck is of 
composite construction comprising uni- 
versal steel beams and reinforced concrete. 

Farm access overpasses have reinforced 
concrete sub-structures with a filler joist 
deck continuous over the four spans. 
Numerous culverts of various sizes have 
also been constructed. 

The route for traffic to Ayr via the by- 
pass involves going along Whitletts Road 
and Ayr Burgh Council carried out a length 
of dual carriageway work on this road 
south of the roundabout at the A.758 
junction. Victoria Bridge on route B.747, 
which will take an additional volume of 
traffic on the completion of the by-pass, 
was also strengthened. 

It is the intention to plant, in the 
interests of amenity, bushes and trees on 
the slopes of cuttings and embankments 
and also on the central islands of the 
roundabouts as special features.

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SYMPOSIUM ON LARGE DIAMETER BORED PILES 


Six Papers Presented at London Meeting 


FUNCTIONS AND PRINCIPLES 
OF DESIGN 


By M. J. Tomlinson 


2 is first desirable to define what is 

meant by a large diameter bored pile. 
Driven or bored and cast in-situ piles in 
various proprietary forms are commonly 
installed in diameters of up to 26in. for 
working loads of up to 130 tons per pile. 
Piles of such types are not generally 
recognised as coming within the class of 
“large diameter” piles. The author there- 
fore suggests that all piles of 30in. diameter 
or over should be classed as large diameter 
piles. The term “bored pile” should be 
applied to deep foundations of any 
diameter which are formed by drilling from 
the surface by grab, auger or percussion- 
type rigs. Where deep excavations for 
foundations are sunk by hand methods in 
pits lined by timbering, precast concrete 
sections, or metal segmental or cylindrical 
units, the author suggests that these should 
be called “deep shaft foundations.” The 
term “deep cylinder foundations” can be 
used to described all types of deep circular 
foundations whether sunk by boring 
methods, by hand excavation in lined pits, 
or as caissons, 

Over the last 10 years the use of large 
diameter bored piles in Britain has in- 
creased to a considerable extent, particu- 
larly over the last two or three years. This 
is due to two main reasons: first, to the 
present-day tendency to build high, with 
consequent increase in column loads of 
framed structures; and, second, to the 
development of efficient mechanical rigs for 
boring large diameter holes to depths of 
up to 200ft. There is nothing new in large 
diameter deep foundations. They were 
used in Chicago and New York nearly 70 
years ago to take the foundations of sky- 
scrapers down through deep deposits of 
sands and clays to rock. The only dif- 
ference is that these earlier deep founda- 
tions employed mainly hand methods of 
excavation within concrete or _ steel 
caissons or in timbered shafts. The well- 
known “Chicago method” developed by 
William Sooy Smith (1830-1916) uses 
vertical timber sheeting supported by 
circular steel walings. 

The present-day use of piles to support 
high buildings in London results from the 
need to avoid excessive settlements of 
foundations bearing on the compressible 
London Clay. For example, a 20-storey 
building imposes a gross loading of about 
2} to 3 tons/sq. ft. of plan area. Under 
this loading the settlement of a raft 
foundation at basement level might well 
amount to 9in. or more, and the corre- 
sponding differentia] settkements would be 
intolerable to normal structures. It there- 
fore becomes necessary to take the founda- 
tions down to less compressible London 
Clay at depths of 60ft. or more below 
ground level, or alternatively to reduce the 
net loading on the soil by deep basements, 
or a combination of the two methods. In 
Central London the construction of deep 
basements may be difficult and costly 
because of the need to undernin adjacent 
buildings and other complications such as 
the presence of underground railways. 
Their construction is time-consuming, thus 
delaying the commencement of the 
revenue-earning life of the building, and 
in any case deep basements may be of no 
economic value to the building owner, In 
most cases, therefore, the usual practice is 
to adopt deep piled foundations with 
shallow basements or no basements at all. 

Buildings of 20-storey height are likely 
to have column loads of up to 1.000 tons. 
If ordinary viles are used, say 20in-22in. 
diameter viles of 90 tons nominal mo2xi- 
mum canacity, a pile group about 15ft. 
square will be reauired with a corresnond- 
ingly heavy vile cap. Also. with columns 
at normal spacing it is likely that such 
large groups will be nearly touching each 


other and it becomes necessary to combine 
the pile groups into a large and heavy raft. 
The alternative of providing one single large 
pile beneath a column is therefore attrac- 
tive. However there are a number of com- 
plexities involved in the design and con- 
struction of large diameter piles which are 
discussed below. 

The introduction of large diameter bored 
piles has greatly stimulated the calculation 
of carrying capacity by “static” or soil 
mechanics methods. Previously specialist 
contractors installing proprietary types of 
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bored and cast-in-place piles relied on 
“rule of thumb” or past experience based 
on test loadings to assess the working 
loads. It was the usual practice for such 
contractors to tender on the basis of 
putting forward their own recommenda- 
tions for the diameter and length of piles 
for a given working load, and if the piles 
failed to carry the test load they would be 
required to provide additional piles or 
larger or longer piles, Needless to say, 
the recognised specialist contractors are 
jealous of their reputation to provide piles 
of adequate capacity and cases of failure 
under test load do not often occur: 
collapse of structures owing to the failure 
of piled foundations is very rare indeed. 

Because large diameter bored piles are 
a comparatively new development in Great 
Britain there is little experience to guide 
engineers and contractors in the calcula- 
tion of their carrying capacity and long- 
term settlement. Generally attempts are 
made to assess their ultimate carrying 
capacity as given by the sum of the skin 
friction or adhesion and the base re- 
sistance. The ultimate carrying capacity 
is divided by an arbitrary safety factor 
to give the maximum safe carrying capa- 
city of the individual pile. Since it is 
usual to adopt a safety factor of 2} or 
more the calculated ultimate carrying 
capacity may be of the order of several 
thousand tons which makes test loading to 
check the validity of the calculations a 
highly expensive procedure; so much so 
that the engineer may decide to limit the 
test loading to say 50 per cent. above the 
working load, applying the test to one 
of the permanent piles. Thus there has 
been little opportunity, up to the present 
time, for engineers to prove to their own 
satisfaction that the current methods of 
calculation of carrying capacity by “static” 
methods are basically sound. 

In the author’s opinion the normal pro- 


cedure of dividing the ultimate carrying 
capacity of all piles in a_ structure 
by the same arbitrary safety factor 
is open to doubt, In almost all cases of 
large diameter bored piles on compressible 
soils, whether these are clays, sands or 
gravels, the allowable working load is 
governed by considerations of the per- 
missible total and differential settlements 
of the structure. Therefore, if the columns 
of a building carry widely varying loads, 
it may be necessary to vary the safety 
factor for each pile or pile group in order 
to prevent excessive differential settlement. 
It is the normal practice to determine 
allowable bearing pressures on _ heavily 
loaded strip, pad or raft foundations from 
a settlement analysis, and the maximum 
safe bearing capacity for such foundations, 
as calculated from the ultimate bearing 
capacity divided by an arbitrary safety 
factor, is only used as a preliminary guide 
to the selection of bearing pressures in 
the settlement analysis. 


Carrying Capacity 


For the reasons stated above the author 
suggests that the same procedure should be 
used for large diameter bored piles as is 
used for shallow foundations, i.e., allow- 
able settlement both of individual piles or 
pile groups and of the whole structure 
should be the criterion of design rather 
than ultimate carrying capacity of the 
individual piles. Unfortunately the settle- 
ment analysis of deep foundations, which 
derive their carrying capacity partly from 
skin friction and partly from end-bearing, 
is far from straightforward, and the 
mechanics of load sharing between these 
two components is not fully understood. 
This is particularly true where enlarged 
bases are adopted. 

It is gratifying to note that the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers is to conduct a 
research programme to study the load 
settlement characteristics of deep bored 
cylinders. The results of this work should 
be of outstanding significance, and should 
do much to resolve the present un- 
certainties in making settlement analyses 
for foundations of this type. 

Where large diameter bored piles are 
bearing on hard rock such as granite, hard 
sandstones and massive hard limestones 
their allowable carrying capacity is 
governed by the permissible stress on the 
concrete in the pile shaft. However, in 
the case of piles in soft rocks such as marl. 
chalk, shale and weak sandstone there is 
no satisfactory basis for design. The use 
of arbitrary figures of bearing capacity 
given in handbooks or Codes of Practice 
is likely to be uneconomical in cases where 
piles have to be taken down to a con- 
siderable depth to reach the rock. The 
author has heard of a case where a higher 
working load has been permitted for ordin- 
ary precast concrete piles driven to refusal 
in rock than for large bored piles three 
or four times their size founded on the 
same rock. In the first case a dynamic 
formula was used to calculate the working 
load. in the second case the allowable 
bearing pressure was taken from building 
regulations appropriate to shallow founda 
tions. 

The development of the science of rock 
mechanics is needed to enable allowable 
bearing pressures to be calculated on a 
realistic basis. 


Effect of Constructional Procedure 


Skempton' has shown that the ultimate 
adhesion of bored piles in London Clay 
varies from 0.3 to 0.6 of the shear strength 
of the clay with an upper limit of 2,000Ib./ 
sq. ft. He suggests that the adhesion factor 
is, inter alia, related to constructional 
methods: the lower factors being the result 
of softening of the clay due to exposure 
when a long time is taken to instal the 
pile, to seepage of water down the pile 
shaft, or to the absorption by the soil of 
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excess water in the concrete. In the case 
of long straight-sided piles in clay a high 
proportion of the load is carried in 
adhesion, and therefore the selection of the 
correct adhesion factor is a matter of 
utmost economic importance. Deep and 
large diameter bored piles inevitably take 
longer to drill and concrete than ordinary 
piles, and it is quite wrong to assume that 
delays will not occur from time to time. 
Where the piles are mechanically under- 
reamed it is by no means unusual for the 
under-reaming tool to break off down the 
hole on. striking claystones. Enlarged 
bases made by hand excavation may take 
four or five days to complete in the very 
large diameters, and in fissured clays there 
is a risk of collapse of the enlarged hole. 
These contingencies should be allowed for 
in the design by assessing the adhesion 
factor in the lower range of values, Very 
low values of shaft adhesion will also 
affect the analysis of settlements since they 
will tend to throw increasing load on the 
base of the piles. Delays in constructing 
the piles may also lower the end resistance 
if water is allowed to collect in the base, 
or if the clay in the base becomes puddled 
and softened by operations to recover a 
broken tool or clear collapsed debris. 

The occasional small diameter pile 
“going wrong” has no_ serious. con- 
sequences, It is a comparatively simple 
matter to put an extra pile on either side 
of the defective pile with a comparatively 
small enlargement of the pile cap. Where, 
however, heavily loaded columns are car- 
ried by single piles it may be impossible, 
for structural reasons, to do this, Each 
large diameter bored pile is an important 
foundation structure in its own right, and 
the utmost care and conscientiousness is 
required in construction. 


SOME CONSIDERATIONS 
AFFECTING DESIGN 


By D. J. Palmer 


YHE use of rapid drilling methods to 
construct large diameter cylinder 
foundations is a comparatively recent 
development in this country, and a variety 
of approaches are made to design. 
Broadly speaking the methods used are an 
extension of those used for bored piling 
of conventional size but modifications are 
necessary, particularly in the special case 
of cylinders with expanded bases (belled 
cylinders). With the reduction in the 
number of units over conventional piling, 
the failure of a single unit is a much more 
serious matter, and therefore the design 
may be said to be all the more critical. 
Much of the following will be concerned 
with large diameter cylinders in London 
Clay because a substantial part of the work 
is carried out in the London area. The 
London Clay is particularly suitable for 
the rapid drilling systems in use and its 
properties are well understood. Moreover 
it would seem to present a special problem 
in founding belled bases, which does not 
occur with harder and more unyielding 
Strata, 

There are two main requirements in 

design, common to all piling: 

(a) that there is an adequate factor of 
safety with regard to overall shear 
failure; and 

(b) that the loads are so transferred to 
the ground that the deflections of 
the foundations are within the limits 
that can be tolerated by the struc- 
ture, 


Bearing Capacity 
First consider the safety of the founda- 
tion with regard to catastrophic failure. 
It is widely accepted that the ultimate 
bearing capacity of plain cylinder founda- 
tions in clay is given by:

where Q, = Point bearing capacity 
Q, =skin friction 
c,=shear strength at the base of 


the cylinder 
A, =area of the base 


c, =average adhesion between clay 


and shaft 
A, =area of shaft in clay 
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The application of this method to 
London Clay is discussed very fully by 
Skempton' where it is shown that the 
adhesion may vary between 0.3 and 0.6 of 
the shear strength, c, but most commonly 
may be taken as 0.45c. It is possible that 
the improved techniques in large diameter 
drilling may allow an increase in this 
factor, but this requires substantiation. 
Skempton recommends that generally a 
factor of safety of not less than 24 should 
be applied to the ultimate bearing capacity 
calculated in this way to give the allowable 
load, and for the particular case of large 
diameter cylinders suggests that the factor 
of safety should be more, in order to 
restrict the settlements. 

The following points should be noted 
with regard to this method of calculating 
the allowable load on large diameter 
cylinders: 

1. The factors used Nc=9 and a=0.45 are 
based on standard techniques of 4in. 
dia. sampling in conformity with 
CP 2001.° Such sampling seems to 
give tolerably consistent trends in 
shear strength down to depth of about 
60ft. but seems to lead to very erratic 
results at greater depths.° In the 
event of sampling techniques im- 
proving, the factors may have to be 
altered; 

2. The shear strength as_ given in 
Skempton’s average relation between 
shear strength and depth would appear 
to be too high. Records from a large 
number of sites suggest that the average 
shear strength at depth should be some 
25 per cent. lower. It may be argued 
that this is because of the indifference 
of the sampling methods employed, but 
nevertheless this is the reality with 
which the designer is faced; 

3. Where London Clay extends from 
ground level downwards — adhesion 
should be discounted for at least 10ft. 
because of seasonal shrinkage and 
swelling; 

4. Where London Clay is covered by an 
overburden, including Thames gravel, 
great caution is needed before allowing 
any frictional support from the over- 
burden, as this may be affected by the 
drilling operations; 

5. The factor of safety on the ultimate 
for a plain cylinder need not necessarily 
be greater than 24, since single: large 
diameter cylinders may not settle 
appreciably more than the groups of 
piles they replace; 

6. A thorough site investigation is neces- 
sary. In this respect quantity is no 
substitute for quality. All too fre- 
quently irrelevant information is in- 
cluded in many soil mechanics reports. 
It is difficult to justify mechanical 
analyses of Thames Gravel when in- 
formation on the shear strength of the 
clay is sparse. An adequate number of 
boreholes is required. Deep depres- 
sions in the London Clay are not all 
that uncommon. Economic design is 
dependent on adequate expenditure. 
A hundred pounds spent on shear tests 
may save ten times or more in the cost 
of the foundations. 

The application of the above methods 
in. London Clay has attained a great deal 
of reliability with their wide use on bored 
piles of conventional size, and latterly in 
connection with deep large diameter plain 
cylinder. Their use for belled cylinders 
is the subject of some speculation. 

The method is in wide use in the United 
States, where there is a vast amount of 
experience in the use of belled foundations 
dating from the days when they were hand 
dug. But in Chicago and New York the 
ground. conditions are very different from 
those in London, and the belled founda- 
tion over there is usually designed as an 
end-bearing foundation founded on rock 
or other relatively unyielding material. 
The London Clay by contrast is a relatively 
compressible material with shear strength 
increasing, and compressibility decreasing, 
with depth. The published data on the 
behaviour of belled foundations in London 
clay is sparse. and such as there is would 
seem to justify some caution, together with 
the retention of an open mind. 

One authority (Kirkland. 1960)* has 
maintained that the bell inhibits the skin 


friction on the shaft. On the other hand 
model tests by the Building Research 
Station have Susgested that the shaft 
friction is almost fully effective, but also 
suggest that a larger movement is required 
to mobilise the end-bearing resistance than 
to mobilise the shaft friction. This is also 
confirmed by Skempton, and by Fleming 
and Frischmann (1960).° The latter view 
would seem more in accordance with the 
known facts, but it is thought probable 
that there is some lack of adhesion on 
the shaft in the immediate vicinity of 
the bell. 

If this view is correct then there would 
seem to be some justification for applying 
one factor of safety to the ultimate skin 
friction and another to ultimate end- 
bearing (as calculated by the methods out- 
lined above) in order to restrict settlement. 
Assuming for the moment that F,=2 


for skin friction and F,=4 for end-bearing, 


it can be shown that applying an overall 
factor of safety of 3 to the ultimate load 
could lead to an over-estimate of allowable 
load, i.e., the load at which settlement 
is kept within tolerable limits. (It should 
be stated that the values of factors of 
safety are for example only, and no claim 
is made for their validity.) 

One method of calculating the bearing 
capacity of belled cylinders deserves 
mention. Developing out of the thesis 
that the bell inhibits shaft friction, it is 
proposed that the foundation should be 
considered as purely end-bearing, and that 
the ultimate end-bearing should be calcu- 
lated in the conventional way and divided 
by a suitable factor of safety. One such 
method for London Clay proposes that 
the allowable bearing pressure should be 
taken as 3X shear strength at the level of 
the bell, with a limit of 5 tons/sq. ft. 
The method would appear to be unduly 
conservative at depths greater than about 
40ft. It might prove dangerous where the 
shaft is relatively short because the 
development of the ultimate shaft friction 
might indeed be the saving grace of many 
belled foundations already constructed. 

Yet another method proposes that, 
assuming the shaft friction to be effective, 
the shaft shall be made long enough so 
that the working load is equal to the 
ultimate skin friction, the bell providing 
the factor of safety. The method seems 
safe enough, but is likely to lead to 
excessive lengths of cylinders. 

The study of the bearing capacity of 
large diameter cylinders in London Clay 
serves as an aid to determining the bearing 
capacity in other formations. However. 
design must depend on the reliability of 
the methods used for measuring the 
significant proverties of the formation. 
For example “boulder clay” starts off as 
a geologist’s term and covers a variety 
of materials ranging from clay to dense 
granular material with little clay. Keuper 
Marl again is a broad classification, and 
varieties are commonly found ranging from 
the consistency of firm clay to fairly hard 
rock. Shear strength measurements of 
Keuver Marl are commonly misleading. 

Much depends on the individual engi- 
neer’s experience and often loading tests 
are the only practical answer. Belled 
foundations resting on rock are a satis- 
factory foundation, but ignorance often 
leads to the choice of a very conservative 
loading of the rock. In particular chalk 
might be mentioned, where experience 
suggests that the figures given in CE Code 
of Practice No. 4° are unduly conservative. 
But again it is very important to be able 
to measure the hardness of the chalk by 
some suitable and practicable test. The 
author’s experience is that the relative 
hardness of soft rocks such as Keuper 
Marl and chalk can be assessed by means 
of the standard penetration test. 


Settlement 


The problem of settlement has already 
been brought into the discussion on bear- 
ing capacity because it is, of course, 
inseparable from the definition of “allow- 
able bearing pressure” (see CECP No. 4, 
p. 17%). The problem is complicated 
chiefly because it is rare for the settlements 
of completed structures to be measured. 
It would appear that some current practice 
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is still in line with Mr. H. J. B. Harding’s 
observation that the reference bench mark 
is transferred to the foundations as soon 
as they are in. There is then no settle- 
ment and no problem. Skempton and 
MacDonald’ suggest that for isolated 
foundations the total settlement allowable 
for clays may be of the order of 24in., and 
the maximum differential settlement allow- 
able of the order of l}in. provided that 
the angular distortion is not greater than 
1/500. 

The settlement to which the foundation 
is subject should be considered in two 
parts: (a) the immediate settlement which 
takes place on application of load; and (b) 
the consolidation settlement which, in 
clays, continues long after the application 
of load. It is important to note that the 
total settlement of the foundation is not 
directly related to its settlement in a load- 
ing test. The effects of time and of 
neighbouring foundations in a group must 
be considered. 

The differential settlement of adjacent 
foundations depends chiefly on the loads 
carried and on time, and “‘it is really neces- 
sary to state the working life of a building 
in order to design the foundation” (Golder, 
1956).2 The total settlements can be quite 
large if they are all of the same order, 
but it must be ensured that the differential 
settlements are within tolerable limits. 
For equal load intensity the total settle- 
ment will vary as the width of the founda- 
tions, but not directly. For example the 
case of adjacent loads of 150 tons and 
1,500 tons each supported on one belled 
foundation at, say, 40ft. below ground 
level on London Clay may be considered. 
Such a juxtaposition is by no means un- 
common. Making the usual corrections to 
the settlement calculations (Skempton, 
Peck and MacDonald, 1955)? the immediate 
differential settlement might typically be 
of the order }in., and the gross long-term 
differential settlement, I14in. This is just 
about as much differential settlement as 
could be considered tolerable, and must be 
viewed in relation to the column spacing. 
In many structures the angular distortion 
would be a good deal more than 1/500 and 
damage to the structure might well occur. 
A careful examination of such cases is 
therefore necessary. 

It is seen that for any particular project 
it is important that the structural designers 
should specify the differential settlement 
that can be tolerated. The settlements of 
the foundations during the working life 
of the building should be estimated to 
ensure that they are tolerable. All too 
often the foundation designer is asked to 
do his iob without possession of the 
relevant facts. 


Concrete Stresses 


One allied problem that should be men- 
tioned is that of permissible concrete 
stresses. According to CP 114! direct 
compressive stresses of 760 p.s.i. and 950 
p.s.i. are permissible for 1:2:4 and 1:14:3 
concretes. resvectively. According to 
CECP No, 4° the compressive stress should 
not exceed 750 v.s.i.. by implication, what- 
ever the class of concrete. There does 
seem to be some conflict here. and CP 114'° 
would seem to be the more rational. 

There are some grounds for supposing 
that a belled base may fail bv punching 
shear on occasion. and this aspect should 
be carefully examined. 


Conclusion 


With these problems in mind the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers has. taken the 
initiative of forming a committee on Deen 
Bored Cylinder Foundations composed of 
representatives from the Institution’s Piling 
Committee. from the Association of Con- 
sulting Engineers, and from a number of the 
contractors engaged on this tvne of work 
The main obiects of the research proposed 
are to investigate the bearing capacity and 
settlement characteristics of plain and 
belled cylinders by means of loading tests. 
and to measure the settlement of structures 
supvorted- on large diameter foundations. 
It is hoped that as many organisations 2s 
vossible will give anv information they mav 
have to the Committee. 

Much of the foregoing deals with the 
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special problems of large diameter 
cylinders in London Clay. This is inevit- 
able since much of the work is carried 
out in this formation and its superficial 
properties are in general better established 
and less complicated than with other 
formations, However, it is thought that 
the study in London Clay will lead to a 
better understanding of the problems in 
general. In _ particular, whilst drawing 
attention to possible problems relating to 
belled cylinders, it is not desired to 
depreciate their value, but rather to state 
what is known and not known as an 
essential preliminary to their general 
acceptance. 


SOME PRACTICAL ASPECTS OF 
CONSTRUCTION

VHE choice of method of construction 
of large diameter bored piles is 
usually dependent on the soil profile in 
which they are to be founded and should 
therefore only be made after the contractor 
has had an opportunity to study the soil 
and ground water conditions. A site 
investigation report should, of course, be 
obtained for other important reasons, in- 
cluding the designing of the foundations. 
the comparison of ways of using bored 
piles, or alternatives such as conventional 
driven piles. the effects of piling on the 
proximity to adjacent structures and so 
forth. 

Before the most suitable method of 
foundation construction is selected the 
load settlement characteristics of such piles 
must be established, as these affect the 
diameter and length of piles to be formed; 
also the reliable carrying capacity of the 
piles singly or in groups must be worked 
out to see that they are suitably centred. 
Again the soil profile will influence the 
longitudinal section of the pile. For 
example, if there is a big change in strata 
such as soft material overlying rock, when 
the latter is the significant load-carrying 
element. then a smaller shaft with an 
enlarged base may be preferred, or alterna- 
tively, in certain cohesive soils, where 
shear strength gradually increases with 
depth, a simpler section with a plain shaft 
may be preferable. All such points there- 
fore have to be considered before the 
method of construction can be decided. 

At present the choice of the method of 
construction of these piles is rather a 
matter of opinion. As the specialist con- 
tractors use different kinds of plant, there 
is naturally a tendency for preferential 
declarations to be made which do not 
necessarily mean that they are right or 
wrong, but simply that the good contractor 
is asserting his privilege of basing his offer 
upon the use of his plant at the best 
possible terms. Of course, if these should 
be specious then he will eventually be 
buried by his claims, and regrettably may 
well create a doubt in the minds of archi- 
tects and consulting engineers that these 
large diameter piles are not all that they 
should be. It is not being too dogmatic to 
say that each site reauires its own progno- 
sis for the foundation and the method 
of construction is only one of many con- 
siderations. In examining any problems 
it must be borne in mind that there are 
manv contributory factors other than that 
of the construction which are concerned 
with the correct economic’ engineering 
sdlution. It is the author’s opinion that 
this type of pile and its mechanism of 
behaviour (since it is relatively new to 
this country), need much further con- 
sideration before there can be any definite 
method of design, and that therefore, for 
the time being, those who wish to employ 
these piles have to relv to a considerable 
degree on the specialist contractors who 
construct them. 

These piles are formed from ground level 
by boring a suitable sized hole to a 
required depth by mechanical means. and 
the subsequent hole is then backfilled with 
concrete. (The principles mentioned in 
this paver often apply to the full range of 
diameters of cast in-situ bored piles.) 


Broadly sveaking, there are two principle 
methods of constructing large diameter 
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bored piles or cylinders, as they are often 
termed to distinguish them from the con- 
ventional bored pile of up to 2ft. diameter; 
the first, where the ground is sufficiently 
stable to be bored to form a hole that 
does not need any artificial support to its 
sides; and the second, where the borehole 
would collapse if no means were used to 
protect the walls from falling in whilst the 
hole is being sunk—usually by excavating 
with a grab. The former case, which is 
comparatively simple, requires equipment 
capable of boring to the required depth 
as economically as possible. In the latter 
case, however, the means to restrain the 
walls from collapse are an added cost and 
call for special techniques which depend 
on the circumstances. 


Cased Boring 


While there are several means of pre- 
venting collapse of the walls of these bored 
piles, the one usually used in this country 
is to line the boring with a casing. This is 
usually a steel liner whose length can be 
varied by special joints connecting the 
tubes; alternatively the length can be in- 
creased by welding each length to another, 
but the welding must be done carefully to 
avoid a dog-leg in the casing. The special 
joints which make a temporary connection 
of one tube with another will vary from 
manufacturer to manufacturer; one of the 
best proven to date is in the form of a 
spigot-and-socket flush joint with special 
bolts which do not project beyond the wall 
of the casing. 


Such casings can be sunk by hammering 
them into the ground, a method usually 
employed for shallow piles, or (more often) 
by rotating the tubes as the soil is exca- 
vated from within by a grab or other 
excavating device, in order to avoid a 
build-up of skin friction on the tubes. The 
method of rotating the tube that is com- 
monly used is to apply a torque by means 
of a lever arm, one end of which is in 
the form of a clamp which grips the casing, 


. and the other fixed to a reciprocating 


mechanism which provides the necessary 
force. In another case the lengths of the 
arms of the lever are themselves variable 
by their containing hydraulic rams. The 
general method of turning a big casing in 
order to get it into the ground is not new, 
and the organisation with which the author 
is associated used such methods some 30 
vears ago, but to-day there has been a 
big improvement by turning the tubes in a 
reciprocating manner, just a few degrees, 
using hydraulic power. 


It is important to keep the tubes on the 
move during the boring operations and 
they should not be allowed to be at a 
standstill longer than is necessary, although 
this will depend on the soils surrounding 
the casing. The extraction of the casing 
is achieved by applying a similar torque 
to that necessary to sink the hole, but in 
addition some uplift is required which is 
usually given by hydraulic rams. There 
is a danger of trapping the casing in the 
ground and as the casing is very expensive 

‘replacement being as much as £50 per 
foot, depending on diameter—it is most 
important to see that the method of con- 
struction takes this fact into consideration. 

The forces to turn these casings are 
sometimes enormous and it is desirable to 
have sufficient reserve of power. and to 
ensure that the equipment is adequately 
designed and suitable for the purpose. 
Such equipment is very expensive but this 
is readily understood to anyone seeing the 
machines in use. 


Uncased Boring 


The simpler case. when no.-such lining 
or precaution against wall collapse is neces- 
sary, generally applies when drilling 
through cohesive soils; but sometimes 
when such soils are overlain by a small 
depth of gravel, it is necessary to place 
a temporary lining through the gravels. 
varticularly when they contain water which 
is not sealed off and will go down the 
boring and soften the clay. 

The machine-powered auger which is 
commonly used is generally turned bv 
means of a kelly bar which is in one length 
if the holes are shallow; a telescopic type 
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Lima 1250 Crane. Lima Cranes are available from 
10 to 100 ton lifting capacity.

Such a kelly gives flexibility to the boring 
machine and provides the necessary torque 
at depth to turn the auger in cohesive 
soils of varying shear strengths. There are 
two main types of auger; firstly, the bucket 
type which retains its cutting within the 
bucket which is then brought to the 
surface for discharge into a dumping 
vehicle, and secondly the helical auger 
which retains its cuttings on the helix 
faces, these being discharged on to the 
ground when the auger is extracted, 

There are various adaptations to the 
boring device to enable the diameter of 
the shaft to be reamed out following the 
initial boring and an enlargement can be 
formed at the base of the pile by means 
of special tools. Tougher soils and soft 
rocks can be bored by various drilling 
devices such as rock roller bits, tines, and 
hardened faces to the augers. 

This method of construction is fast 
through suitable soils, but difficulties are to 
be expected when ground water is met 
which makes collection of the cuttings 
difficult, particularly when the soils are 
slurred up by the ratating tool; when an 
enlarged base is required, problems can 
arise because claystones and other obstruc- 
tions harder than the surrounding soil must 
be penetrated. 

Enlargements to the foot of the cylinders 
can also be achieved by hand excavation, 
care being taken to protect the workman 
from soil collapse; it is also necessary to 
ensure that exhaust fumes are extracted 
from any pneumatic tools in use, and also 
any poisonous gases such as marsh gas 
which are encountered. 


Reinforcement and Concreting 


Reinforcement cages are made up to be 
lowered into the hole and when enlarged 
bases are specified this sometimes requires 
special attention to facilitate fixing at the 
base of the pile. Reinforcement does not 
necessarily have to extend to the full 
depth of the pile. Concreting is carried 
out by several methods and concrete is 
usually brought to the pilehead by con- 
ventional means. Sometimes the borehole 
is filled with selected gravel for subsequent 
pressure grouting. Occasionally _ this 
method is used in cased holes as it enables 
the costly casing to be extracted before 
grouting; this avoids the trapping of the 
lining which sometimes occurs when 
normal concrete is used and the casing 
is difficult to extract. However, care must 
be taken when using this method of piling 
through fine-grained soils since these may 
flow into the heart of the pile when the 
casing is removed. 

Concrete can be placed by shooting it 
down trunking, using bottom opening 
skips, or simply dropping the concrete in 
small quantities to minimise segregation: 
a tremie is also an accepted practice in 
certain circumstances. In the author’s 
opinion it is important to get the concrete 
down the hole so that it flows against the 
walls of the pile; rigid insistence on dry 
mixes and high concrete strengths is incon- 
sistent with good practice for cast in-situ 
piles. The concrete must have sufficient 
workability to ensure proper placing. 

Generally the operation of forming the 
cylinders should be carried out in a con- 
tinuous manner, with a commonsense 
interpretation that there can be a lull 
between boring and concreting consistent 
with the soil and working conditions. To 
insist on working through the clock to 
achieve continuity does not take into 
account the possible drop in standards of 
workmanship to which men may be subject 
when engaged over long hours in relative 
darkness; this, of course, is a matter of 
supervision. 


Conclusion 


The most important thing to appreciate 
is that no matter how eminent the con- 
tractor. how excellent his brochures, there 
is no substitute for good supervision of 
the operations from start to finish, and that 
the equipment operators themselves make 
a very significant contribution to the 
success of the construction of any type 
of bored cast in-situ piles. 

The construction of this type of founda- 
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tion calls for specialist knowledge, and 
although each system has its merits or 
otherwise, the use of this type of piled 
foundation for major projects will only 
continue if those who use them agree on 
their application on a sensible good civil 
engineering basis; bearing in mind that the 
significant part of the construction takes 
place out of sight, it is most important 
that the advantages of this type of founda- 
tion construction are not taken for granted, 
particularly by those to whom it is a 
relative novelty. 

It is not possible to cover all the 
specialist firms’ techniques and, in fact, 
it may be regarded as an impertinence for 
any one person to attempt to do so, be- 
cause there is much in a technique which 
is known only to those who practise it. 
However, the author hopes that the broad 
opinions outlined in this contribution will 
assist those on whom the onus lies to 
decide whether to employ large diameter 
cylinders as part of their foundations. 
Like any other construction method, they 
have to be used in the proper place, and 
it is to be hoped that there will be no 
abuse of them either in design or con- 
struction, as undoubtedly they constitute 
a significant contribution to the civil engi- 
neering profession and contracting to-day 
and will continue to do so. 


USE OF LARGE DIAMETER 
BORED CONCRETE PILES 


By Peter Dunican 


HESE notes are intended to summarise 

and comment on the experience of 

the author’s firm in the use of these piles 
in the London area since 1959. 

It is not known exactly how these piles 
work and although there has been much 
conjecture regarding their theoretical per- 
formance and the so-called mechanism of 
failure, there is little quantitative know- 
ledge of their behaviour under working 
load conditions. Undoubtedly much test 
data exist but they are not yet readily 
available in any useful form. However, 
within these limits some kind of economic 
pattern is emerging which, together with 
information on performance and applica- 
tion, is of significance to the consulting 
engineer. 


Economics 


Initially, approximate cost analysis based 
on rates provided by specialist contractors 
showed that the cost per ton of load 
carried by large diameter bored piles— 
whether under-reamed or not—was com- 
petitive with the cost of conventional 
piling. Therefore, in suitable cases, com- 
petitive tenders were obtained for the 
different types of piled foundations com- 
mercially available. The buildings in each 
case were not the same although they were 
all tall tower-like blocks on London Clay 
overlain by other deposits of varyins 
thickness. 


In one case it was found that 3ft. 
diameter straight cylinders, 85ft. long and 
each carrying 250 tons. provided a 
marginally cheaper solution than small 
piles. There was an additional saving in 
the pile caps with the larger piles. because 
single instead of double rows of viles could 
be used. In this instance under-reamed 
piles were not competitive. but this was 
felt to be due to a certain lack of interest 
in the job. 

In another case, and coincidentally tw 
support what was in principle an identica) 
structure, large under-reamed piles carry- 
ing a maximum of 265 tons were more than 
10 per cent. cheaper than small piles, and 
they will probably provide a saving of 
another 10 per cent. of the vile cost due 
to economies in the caps. Large straight 
cylinders were in this case among the 
small piles in price although 10 per cent. 
more than the lowest small pile tender. 
Here the ground conditions were such that 
a much longer shaft was required for the 
straight cylinders to compensate for the 
under-reaming in the lowest tender. The 
conclusions from this job were borne out 
by a third. in which under-reamed piles 
were 10 per cent. cheaper than small piles. 
In each of these cases the safe load-carrying 









capacity had to be agreed with the local 
authority. 


However, lack of data or understanding 
of the behaviour of under-reamed piles 
has occasionally distorted the pattern. For 
instance, the foundations for a 17-storey 
office block were considered which would 
carry column loads of up to 690 tons, 
to be built on some 27ft. of sand overlying 
London Clay. A careful preliminary esti- 
mate, which included a special pile cap 
design for each pile type, indicated that 
under-reamed piles should show a saving 
of about 10 per cent. on small piles, a large 
part of the saving being in the pile caps. 
Tender figures confirmed this estimate but 
the local authority required a load test 
to confirm the design of the under-reamed 
piles and as the test would have cost so 
much time and money small piles became 
more economical. 


Another factor affecting cost would 
appear to be the presence of a high water 
table on the site, no doubt due to the 
particular problems this creates in carry- 
ing out the boring and concreting. 


Performance 


Some concern about the possibility of 
segregation of the concrete in deep large 
diameter cylinders has been expressed. 
The author’s firm had the opportunity to 
inspect some 3ft. diameter piles on two 
sites, and their appearance was most 
encouraging to say the least. In one case, 
where 50ft. long piles were used to form 
a retaining wall, the top 30ft. was exposed 
later during the construction of a new 
basement. The concrete was found to 
be of uniformly good quality. It was a 
“design mix” concrete giving 2,800 p.s.i. 
at seven days, with a 3in. slump, and it 
was dumped in place half a cubic yard 
at a time. A small proportion was piped 
down, but it all looked the same. The 
concrete was vibrated. 


On another job with similar piles some 
sample cores were drilled out of two of 
them to a considerable depth, and the 
condition of the concrete could be judged 
not only by the recovery, but also visually, 
with the aid of a periscopic device. 


In both cases, the visual examination 
of the recovery and the surface of the drill 
hole was satisfactory in that the concrete 
as placed appeared to be comparable with 
that which would be expected from a 
similar mix placed under normal condi- 
tions. 


Although short-term test-loading records 
for cylinder piles are becoming available, 
there are insufficient data on their behaviour 
in practice under normal working load. 
Records kept by the author’s firm on one 
particular building, where 3ft. piles with 
7ft. bells going 37ft. into London Clay are 
used to carry about 226 tons (excluding 
wind loading), show that the immediate 
settlement under the full weight of the 
building is just below the range predicted 
(in fact about 4in.). The load is, in fact, 
about 25-35 per cent. above that permitted 
by the L.C.C. District Surveyor’s interim 
rules. It was assumed in the settlement 
calculations that all the permanent load 
is taken on end-bearing, which is probably 
a little conservative for the early-loading 
period. 


Application 


The are many instances where large 
cylinder piles give the cheapest solution to 
a foundation problem, but obviously not 
the only feasible solution. Often smaller 
bored or driven concrete piles—or even 
foundations of quite a different kind— 
might have served, and in fact have done 
so at comparable cost. There are, how- 
ever, occasional situations in which the 
engineer is attracted to the use of large 
cylinders as being the only feasible form of 
construction. With several jobs in central 
London it has been necessary to carry a 
tall building over a railway tunnel or a 
road. This has been made practicable by 
using piles capable of carrying loads of 
the order of 300 to 700 tons each. Some- 
times it has seemed that this could best 
be achieved bv using under-reamed piles. 
but where doubt as to their capacity would 
have made full load tests necessary the 
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economic balance has been disturbed in 
favour of straight shaft cylinders. 

Another strong case for the use of these 
piles appears in a project still in the design 
stage where a 400ft. tower building might 
be carried on large cylinders or on a deep 
raft type of foundation with an area larger 
than that of the tower. However, because 
of the juxtaposition of an adjacent building 
it might be very convenient to use piles 
not only to carry the direct loading but 
also to form a retaining wall. 


Conclusion 


In deciding which type of foundation 
should be used the engineer is generally 
concerned with performance and cost. 
Therefore the limited knowledge of the 
performance of large diameter bored con- 
crete piles under working load conditions 
is a distinct disadvantage. 

Probably we do not know much more 
quantitatively about conventional piles but 
at least we have more experience and 
possibly the order of settlement may be 
markedly different. We must therefore 
proceed with both short-term and long- 
term study of the problem and not limit 
the study to large diameter piles but extend 
it to the performance of all forms of 
foundations to buildings, because any 
attempts to improve and _ rationalise 
foundation design must include study of 
their performance in the field. This need 
is only highlighted by present develop- 
ments, it is not a consequence of them. 

There is no doubt that large diameter 
bored concrete piles under-reamed or not 
do provide an economic and efficient 
answer to certain foundation problems, and 
although there is no clear-cut case yet 
for the use of a particular type of pile some 
pattern is emerging. In the interim and, 
no doubt, beyond, careful cost analysis 
will still be necessary—and the application 
of a good deal of common sense or to 
quote Terzhagi “thinking with the hips.” 


TESTING AND BEHAVIOUR 
By W. G. K. Fleming 


VHE availability of large diameter piles 
in this Country in recent years, and 
in particular of the under-reamed type of 
pile with its considerable economic 
advantages in. certain cases, has provided 
engineers with a new means of bearing the 
heavy loads associated with the ever- 
increasing number of high buildings. 

Because the principles upon which this 
type of foundation relies are not so evident 
as those of conventional piles or footings, 
it being a combination of both, engineers 
require to be satisfied that the basis of 
design used is satistactory, and that the 
settiement of buildings founded in this way 
will compare favourably with those sup- 
ported by other means. 

A number of tests, of a magnitude not 
previously encountered, have therefore 
been carried out, but have given rise to 
much discussion because of apparent 
variations in their results. 

At the present time there are differences 
of opinion as to the correct basis of design, 
in particular relating to the bearing capa- 
city factor (Nc) to be used in determining 
the ultimate pressures at pile bases, the 
values of adhesion and effective shaft 
length to be used in calculating “shaft 
friction” load, and the factor of safety to 
be applied to control settlement. 

Most of the information obtained so far 
concerns the London area, where soil con- 
ditions have been fairly widely investi- 
gated, and several tests have been aimed 
at the determination of the principles in- 
volved. However, little has been published 
on the subject and there has been a lack 
of guidance for those who have to organise 
tests, to enable them to work to best 
advantage. 

It is not the author’s intention to say 
how any particular test should be carried 
out, but to comment on experiences with 
a number of tests in the London area, 
hoping that this may help in the under- 
standing of future, similar work. 


Methods of Testing 


In recent tests carried out by the 
author’s company, it has been found satis- 
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factory to use a combination of kentledge 
and anchor piles to provide large test loads, 
generally providing kentledge reaction 
approximately equal to the working load 
of the pile, and arranging that there is 
no pull on the anchor piles up to this 
stage. Where anchor piles only are used, 
it would be necessary to keep them far 
from the test pile, since criticism may be 
made on the grounds that the true working 
load settlement is influenced by _ the 
secondary stresses they set up in the soil 
mass. The economy of the method, how- 
ever, depends upon the availability of 
suitable kentledge at favourable cost near 
the site, 

Where measured load cannot be directly 
applied, loads are generally measured by 
proving rings, electrical load measuring 
cells, or by gauges recording pressures in 
hydraulic rams. Proving rings offer the 
most reliable means of measurement, but 
with satisfactory checking, hydraulic 
pressure gauges and reliable jacks may 
often be found adequate. Electrical load 
cells have been used in attempts to 
measure load, both at a pile head and in 
a pile shaft immediately above an enlarged 
base, but because they are not yet suitably 
developed, and because they are more 
complicated to use, there is an element 
of risk with these which must be con- 
sidered in relation to the cost of the work. 

Settlements are generally measured by 
dial gauges mounted on suitably long and 
stiff datum frames, and are checked at 
frequent intervals by precise level as the 
frames are subject to possible disturbance 
and distortion by temperature variation. 


Results 


The author’s company has been asso 
ciated with tests on piles having shaft 
diameters ranging from 20in. to 48in. and 
base diameters of from 48in. to 126in. 
In most cases, test loads equal to one and 
a half times the working load were applied, 
but in a few cases they have approached 
ultimate values. 

The method of calculating the working 
load of under-reamed piles has usually 
been to assume a bearing capacity factor, 
Nc=9, applying a factor of safety of 3 
to this to obtain a working base pressure. 
To the end load has been added a shaft 
“friction” load based on an adhesion 
factor, a=0.45, and bond has been assumed 
ineffective to a height above the base equal 
to twice that of the under-ream. A factor 
of safety of 2.5 or 3 was generally applied 
to this latter component. 

So far, the test results indicate that the 
ultimate base pressures assessed by this 
method are approximately correct, but 
settlements of from 10 to 40 per cent. of 
the base diameter may be associated with 
full ultimate load. 

With regard to the ultimate adhesion 
between a pile shaft and clay, it would 
appear from tests, both on these piles and 
on conventional bored piles, that this has 
a wide variation from site to site, pro- 
bably ranging from about a=0.3 to a=0.8. 
This variation may not be entirely random, 
but would seem to depend largely upon the 
physical properties of the clay, and in 
particular it may be associated with the 
silt content of the clay and the nature of 
fissuring. Full adhesion is also mobilised 
at small settlements, probably depending 
partially on the pile diameter, but for the 
most part of the order of 0.25in. The 
design method for this component is there- 
fore based only on a very approximate 
figure. The allowance for ineffective shaft 
is also largely intuitive, but fairly wide 
variation of this does not usually affect 
the calculated working load appreciably. 

The load/settlement diagram obtained 
is a compound of the diagrams applying 
to the adhesion, and end-bearing com- 
ponents and, except where under-reams 
are small, the ultimate adhesion may often 
be mobilised before a pile reaches its 
working load. Since this leads to small 
settlements for fairly large load increments 
in the early stages of a test, with a sub- 
sequently increased settlement for a given 
load when the ultimate adhesion is 
reached, it is clear that the settlement at 
total working load is very much influenced 
by the actual value of the adhesion co-

efficient. It is also the case that long 
isolated piles tend to show less settlement 
under particular loads than short piles of 
the same diameters, because of their greater 
shaft “friction.” 

It therefore seems probable that many 
of the inconsistencies that appear to exist 
between test results for piles of similar 
diameter on different sites are caused by 
the variations of the adhesion factor and 
length. However, it is necessary to appre- 
ciate that isolated piles under test will 
not behave as they do when closely spaced 
under buildings, In the latter case, a 
fraction of their load is transferred to the 
soil block above the bases, and will exert 
a vertical pressure through the soil at the 
pile base level. The remaining load will 
spread from the pile bases and, at a short 
distance below them, depending upon the 
spacing, will give pressures similar to those 
with conventional pile groups. The dif- 
ference in settlement between conventional 
and under-reamed bored piles would 
therefore be expected to lie in the differen- 
tial consolidation of the spreading zone 
under the actual loads applied by both 
systems. In general, with reasonable 
factors of safety, this difference is probably 
very small and the real causes of differen- 
tial settlement will, for the most part, 
lie in the distribution of load within a 
particular structure and the general con- 
solidation of the whole associated soil 
mass, The selection of pile length within 
limits may not be so important as test 
results indicate. 


Comments on Test Procedure 


Because under-reamed piles depend 
largely for their economy on the use of 
higher stresses in the concrete of their 
shafts than is usual with conventional piles, 
it is essential in any test on this type of 
pile, particularly where ultimate load is 
to be applied, that high quality concrete 
should be used. 

The insertion of load cells above en- 
of mechanical 
means to provide both shaft and base load 
simultaneously, would give useful results 
for any large building scheme on a par- 
ticular site. Until more research is 
carried out in the mechanism of the 
formation of adhesion bond between con- 
crete and clay, such results would not be 
of general value. 

During the application of any particular 
test load the time/settlement diagram is 
usually plotted. This may often give no 
indication of the final settlement under 
that load. At loads in the working range 
it may therefore be advisable to plot a 
graph of settlement against the square 
root of time, to give a better idea of the 
stages of consolidation. Because “topping 
up” of jacks causes some scatter of points 
during plotting, it may also be worth while 
to incorporate a constant pressure device 
into the hydraulic ram circuit where this 
type of loading system is used. 

Where it is intended to apply ultimate 
loads to piles, the use of the “continuous 
penetration” system should be considered 
for loads outside the working range, as 
it is often not possible to distinguish 
between consolidation and plastic flow in 
the final stages of testing. 

It is essential during any test to provide 
competent engineering supervision in order 
that the maximum amount of reliable in- 
formation may be collected. 

At the same time, it must be realised 
that tests of this kind will not alone pro- 
vide all the information thet engineers 
require, and it would be of great value if 
provision could be made for occasiona} 
accurate measurement of the settlement of 
structures during their construction. and 
subsequent life, where possible observing 
similar structures on conventional founda- 
tions as a basis of comparison. 


CONCRETE CYLINDER 
RETAINING WALLS

YHE large diameter cast in-place con- 
crete pile has had such a large scale 
development of recent years, as an indi- 
vidual foundation supporting a load up to

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RAPID CONSTRUCTION OF £2M. AINTREE 


T Aintree, Liverpool, building work 
4% ona £2 million cellulosic packaging- 
film factory is nearing completion in 
under twelve months. 

The plant, consisting of eight new build- 


ings, is for British Enka, Ltd., in the 
grounds of their existing factory. It will 
manufacture viscose-based transparent 


wrapping films. 

Rapid construction was essential so that 
production could start as early as possible. 
Only six weeks after it was decided to use 
a scheme of precast concrete portal frames 
as the skeleton for the giant casting hall, 
the first section went into position on the 
site, 

Piled foundations presented a problem: 
in various areas, highly explosive C.S., gas, 
used in other parts of the factory, had 
seeped into the ground. 

The impact of the piling hammer on the 
casing was on occasions sufficient to ex- 
plode the gas, and flames would shoot 
up to 30ft. in the air. To prevent these 
explosions, C.O., gas was forced into the 
holes to form an inert blanket over the 
tip of the pile, thus excluding oxygen and 
the possibility of it combining with the 
C.S 


The atmosphere in the casting hall will 
be hot and very humid and, because of 
chemicals used, also very corrosive. Yet 
a single drop of condensation falling on 
to the film as it is being processed, could 
break the film and lose production time 
while it is rethreaded. 

To solve the problem a suspended ceil- 
ing was added under the roof units, at a 
minimum slope of 12 deg. uniform with 
beam. Water will now run down the slope 
and not drop on to the cellulosic film. 


Main Building 


Three of the eight new buildings are 
joined to the company’s existing factory. 
The main building is the giant casting hall. 
Here the matured viscose is extruded in 
a continuous sheet through a very fine slit 
in what is known as a “pouring hopper” 
and passes over and under a series of 
rollers through casting tanks where it is 
washed, bleached, softened and dried. 

The casting hall measures 394ft. by 
123ft. and consists of two halls flanked by 
15ft. and 20ft. wide aisles in precast 
column and beam construction. The halls

will house machinery for film production 
and plant for processing the film after 
casting. External walls are of brick panels. 

Attached to this building is the acid 
house, a three-storey steel-framed, brick- 
faced structure containing acid tanks, 
pumps and ancillary equipment. It covers 
an area of 65ft. by 29ft. 

At the opposite end of the casting hall 
and a short distance away are 70ft. high 
coating towers. These _ steel - framed, 
asbestos-clad structures are to accommo- 
date vertical coating and drying plant for 
the film. The coating tower blocks which 
measure 312ft. by 56ft. also house plant 
and equipment for the preparation and 
recovery of coating materials. 


Viscose Cellar 


Near the acid house is a single-storey 
brick-clad steel-framed structure, known 
as the viscose cellar which will store 
viscose before it is used in the casting hall. 
Completely insulated at floor, walls and 
roof, internal temperature will be closely 
controlled and the building, 87ft. long by 
72ft., will have no windows or openings 
other than for access. 

In the area between these four new 
buildings and those forming the extensions 
to the existing factory, a machine room 
and sub-station has been built over an 
area measuring 60ft. by 60ft. 

At the beginning of June, 1960, it was 
decided to use for the construction of the 
casting hall, a series of two-pin portal 
frames, each consisting of two column 
pieces and a hipped beam. Details were 
finished rapidly, the moulds made and a 
start made on erecting the first frame on 
July 20. 

The span of each portal was 44ft. 34in. 
and the height from the base of the leg 
to beam apex 39ft., or 35ft. from finished 
floor level. 

The hinges had to be held rigid during 
erection by incorporating four 4in. cold- 
worked bars each side. These passed 
through a l4in. deep rebate and when the 
portal was complete and grouted up the 
hinges were released by cutting through 
these exposed bars. 

Sockets were provided in the pile caps 
of the foundations into which the legs were 
lowered. They were then lined and 
levelled. guyed and wedged in position 
whilst the grout hardened.

The roof beam was placed on these and 
the extra stirrups fixed before concreting 
the joint. The length of the joint covered 
all the extreme positions for the point of 
contra-flexure. The members were so 
arranged that no shuttering was required 
for the in-situ concrete and that this work 
could take all the bending and shear at 
these sections. 


The roof consisted of standard pro- 
prietary trough units, two being inverted at 
the crown to take extra bars and concrete 
for wind bracing. At eaves level special 
gutter sections had to be used and they 
were constructed with pockets for bars 
and in-situ concrete to form another line 
of wind bracing. 

The erection gang was able to erect an 
average of three complete frames and bays 
of roof units per week. Some weeks they 
erected four and on one occasion five. 


The south annexe columns fitted into 
similar pockets to those of the main frame 
and had corbels to support the mezzanine 
floor beams. Two standard types of beam 
were developed, one for the normal 
mezzanine floor load and one for use in 
the bays supporting heavy tanks. Only one 
type of floor unit was used and all bays 
with holes in or extra loads were cast 
in situ. The roof consisted of standard 
proprietary trough units and special gutter 
units. 

A similar type of construction was used 
in the central annexe, but no extra columns 
were required as the beams could span 
between the main frames. The span here 
was 20ft. whilst on the south annexe it 
was 15ft. 

The north side of the building was pro- 
vided with corbels and prepared to take 
future extensions.

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SMALLER ROAD IMPROVEMENT 
SCHEMES 


More Wanted by A.R.A. Chairman 


TTVHE need to improve the ordinary 

roads was emphasised by Mr. E. 
Vicor, chairman of the Asphalt Roads 
Association, at the Association’s annual 
luncheon in London last week. He said 
he sometimes felt that the Ministry 
were becoming obsessed with major 
developments, and overlooked the 
importance of smaller improvement 
schemes on which more money should 
be spent. 

The chairman was replying to Mr. JOHN 
Hay, Joint Parliamentary Secretary, Min- 
istry of Transport, who stated that within 
the years 1956-60 the total expenditure 
in England and Wales on new construction 
and major improvement of roads had risen 
each year from £15m. to £26m., £50m. and 
£63m. In the next financial year it would 
be approximately £764m., rising again to 
£76m. in 1961-62 and to £88m. in 1962-63. 

“The larger programme will enable the 
five major projects to be substantially com- 
pleted during the next five years, and at 
least a start to be made on the Crick- 
Doncaster section of the London-Yorkshire 
Motorway,” said Mr. Hay. “The expendi- 
ture on classified roads, the bulk of which 
will be spent in urban areas, will amount 
to £150m. in grant during the next five 
years. and annual expenditure at the end 
of this period will be nearly three times 
what it is at present.” 

Motorway Progress 


Reviewing the progress of motorways the 
Joint Parliamentary Secretary stated that 
the London-Birmingham section, and the 
Preston and Lancaster By-passes were cor 
plete. The Staffordshire section and all 
the viaducts between Preston and Birming- 
ham were under construction and work 
had started on the Lancashire and Cheshire 


sections. A scheme had been made for 
the Preston to Lancaster section and 
survey work was going on _ between 


Lancaster and Penrith. Preliminary work 
was being carried out on the connecting 
links in the Midlands. The Medway towns 
motorway would be started this year. 


RAILWAY CHANNEL TUNNEL 
FAVOURED 


British and French speakers took part 
in a discussion on a Paper dealing with 
the work of the Channel Tunnel Study 
Group between 1958 and 1960 which was 
presented at a meeting of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers on Tuesday evening. 
The Paper was prepared by four joint 
authors concerned with the Study Group: 
Prof. J. M. Bruckshaw, Imperial College. 
M. Jean Goguel, head of the French 
Geological Survey, Mr. H. J. B. Harding, 
consulting engineer and M. Rene Malcor, 
delegate of the Group. 


Scheme Feasible 


The authors stated that from the 
surveys of 1958 and 1959 the conclusion 
was drawn that geologically, the scheme 
was feasible. The cheapest form of ‘con- 
struction yielding the quickest return of 
invested capital would be a twin railway 
tunnel, using 25,000-V electric traction, 
which could, with modern signalling, pass 


one train every five minutes. Not only 
could it deal with all the rail traffic for 
many years to come, but could carry 


1.800 vehicles per hour in either direction 
compared with 1,300 in a more expensive 
road tunnel. 


Details of the construction methods 
examined by the Study Group and their 
recommendations were given in The Con- 
tract Journal on April 28, 1960, 


Work was also in hand on the recon- 
struction of the first section of the Heads 
of the Valleys Road to provide an effective 
link between South Wales and the end 
of the motorway at Ross. It was hoped 
that work would start on the Slough 
By-pass in the spring, and also on the 


viaduct section of the motorway from 
Chiswick to Langley. 
Turning to urban improvements Mr. 


Hay said that a great deal was being done. 
Apart from the large schemes there were 
literally hundreds of smaller works in 
progress which all had an important role 
to play in fulfilling the Government's 
general policy of tackling the traffic 
problems of the country. 


“As you will realise,” he added, “this 
adds up to a lot of business for the 
contracting and civil engineering indus- 
tries, and for the suppliers of materials 
such as yourselves. As far as I can see. 
the future of your industry is a good one.” 


No Cause for Complacency 


road maintenance 
expenditure was welcomed by  Lorp 
DERWENT, chairman of the British Road 
Federation, who also spoke at the luncheon. 
But he warned against complacency. 
“The pounding that the road system is 
getting from the ever-increasing number of 
vehicles on it calls for constant vigilance. 
The skill to do the job is there and must 
never be thwarted for lack of money.” 


Lord Derwent pointed to the disparity 
between road user taxation and money 
spent on building new roads. In the year 
now ending the Treasury would have taken 
about £645m. in taxes and duties—about 
four times more than was being spent on 
the roads. 


Referring to road authorisations, he said 
he was worried that the value of schemes 
to be authorised in Britain during the next 
year—-some £75m.—lagged a long way 
behind the £100m. mark reached in the 
heyday of the road programme build-up 
period a year or two ago.

Foundations to the pool floor and base- 
ment are of mass concrete whilst the super- 
structure of the building is founded on 
concrete piles with ground beams spanning 
between them. The pool is formed with a 
12in. thick reinforced waterproof concrete 
floor and Qin. thick side walls lined with 
white faience glazed tiling.

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GOVERNMENT 
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TO SPEND MORE ON 


ROADS DURING 1961-62 


HE 1961-62 Civil Estimates pub- 
lished last week show that 
Exchequer expenditure on the roads of 
Great Britain during 1961-62 is expec- 
ted to be £136,629,580, an increase of 
over £15 million on this year’s estimate. 


A sum of £2,350,000 is provided for 
the purchase of land and the building of 
viaducts which are included in the first 
stage of the London-South Wales Motor- 
way (M.4) between Chiswick and Langley. 
Part of the new road will be on a 
viaduct running for a mile and a half over 
the existing Great West Road, the total 
cost of this stretch of the motorway 
being about £7m. 

Work is also to commence on the 
Slough By-pass (Langley to Huntercombe 
Spur), which will cost £4,350,000, the vote 
for next year being £1,650,000, and a 
further £254,000 will be spent on the 
Maidenhead By-pass. 

A sum of £4,350,000 is needed for a 
section of the Bristol-Birmingham Motor- 
way (M.5) in Gloucestershire and 
Worcestershire, and a further £19,350,000 
is required for the £50m. Birmingham- 
Preston Motorway (M.6). Other large 
amounts, varying from £380,000 to 
£20,000, are needed for 15 improvemeni 
schemes on the A.1. 

Next year, stage 2 of the Neath- 
Abergavenny Road reconstruction is to 
cost £575,000, and £2,910,000 in all. This 
is for the road running from Hirwaun to 
Dowlais Top; the reconstruction of the 
Brynmawr-Abergavenny sections is esti- 
mated to cost £1,559,000.

Engineering Research

Mr. Allaun: Do not those figures show 
and, in any case, is it not manifest 
that while office building is soaring, 
particularly in London, Manchester and 
other cities, council-house building has 
been slashed by the Government’s policy.

Lord John Hope: Revision 1s a matter 
for the Minister of Housing, but I would 
not have thought that the hon.

The 
point is that 26 per cent. of the resources 
of the industry are still being used for 
building houses.

Built-up Felt Roofs 


BITUMEN roofing felt, provided it is 
of suitable quality and properly 
laid, is an efficient and durable form of 
roof covering. Many roofs of this kind 
have remained serviceable for 20 years 
or more with little need for maintenance 
or repairs. On the other hand there are 
others which, for a variety of reasons, 
have become defective, sometimes quite 
early in their life, causing leakage and 
other troubles. 

With due care, these difficulties can be 
avoided. The recommended precautions 
will be included in a revised issue of the 
British Standard Code of Practice for 
Bitumen Felt Roof Coverings (CP 144.101: 
1952). Meanwhile, the purpose of this 
Digest is to explain the reasons for the 
defects and to show how they can be 
overcome. 

Roofing felt may be used as a single 
thickness, for temporary structures such 
as sheds, but for any permanent construc- 
tion, two or three layers of felt are usually 
bonded together on site to form “built-up” 
felt roofs, 


Types of Felt 


Roofing felt consists of a mat of organic 
or inorganic fibres impregnated, and 
usually coated, either with bitumen or 
with fluxed coal-tar pitch. In B.S. 747: 
1952 (Classification of roofing felts), the 
felts are grouped in four classes: 

1. Bitumen felt (fibre felt) 

2. Bitumen felt (asbestos base) 

3. Fluxed pitch felt 

4. Impregnated flax felts and hair felts. 

Built-up roofing work in this country 
has been concerned almost exclusively 
with Classes 1 and 2, but bitumen felts 
based on glass fibre are now available and 
will no doubt be included in the current 
revision of the Standard. 

Class 1 includes six types of bitumen 
felt, the description, uses, normal weight 
and standard packages of which are given 
in the Standard. The types are: 

(a) Saturated 

(b) Sanded 

(c) Self-finished 

(d) Coated and sanded 

(e) Mineral-surfaced 

(f) Reinforced 

Class 2 includes only (a) “Saturated” 
and (b) “Self-finished” bitumen asbestos 
felts. 


Durability 


As already stated, bitumen roofing felt 
of reputable quality, when properly used, 
can be expected to last for many years. 
Some of the felts made under the 
“austerity” conditions of the last war gave 
relatively poor service, but these are not 
representative of the general run of pro- 
duction before or since. 

When felt roofing fails to give satis- 
factory service, the failure is generally due 
to incorrect use of the material, or neglect 
of the necessary precautions, rather than 
to poor quality felt. If, for example, no 
suitable provision is made against the 
movements of the sub-structure of the roof 
that result from drying shrinkage or 
thermal changes, the felt may be stretched 
beyond its capacity, and crack or tear. 
Again, defects may arise through the en- 
trapment of large amounts of water under 
the felt, or through excessive condensa- 
tion on the underside. Effects such as 
these usually occur long before the felt 
shows any serious deterioration as a direct 
result of exposure to the weather. 

The long-term effect of exposure is to 
cause a gradual loss of bitumen from the 
surface; crazing and pitting may eventually 
occur, allowing access of moisture to the 
fibre, and deterioration may then be 


accelerated. The felt also loses flexibility 
on exposure and so becomes more liable 
to crack. Walking on old felt that has 
become blistered or wrinkled may cause 
cracking and subsequent leakage. 


The slope of the roof has an important 
influence on the durability of the felt. In 
the first place, deterioration is more rapid 
on flat surfaces than on inclined surfaces; 
secondly, if rainwater is not able to drain 
off completely, but stands on the roof in 
pools, it hastens the breakdown of the felt 
and may also cause pimpling or blistering, 
and loosening of grit from the protective 
surface dressing. Bitumen felt, therefore, 
should never be laid on a completely flat 
roof; a fall of not less than 1:60 (2in. in 
10ft.) is essential, with provision for com- 
plete drainage. 

So far as present experience goes, .the 
life of felt is little influenced by the type 
of fibre used—organic fibres, asbestos or 
glass. Those based on asbestos or glass, 
however, have better dimensional stability 
than those based on organic fibres, and so 
are less liable to cockle where the felt is 
not fully bonded to the roof, 


Choice of Felt 


_ Built-up felt roofing will generally con- 
sist of two layers of felt on pitched roofs, 
or three layers on flat roofs. 

For the lower layers, the choice lies 
between the following types: 

l(b) Sanded felt, of not less than 45]b. 
weight per 12 sq. yd. 

l(c), 2(b) Self-finished felt (or an 
equivalent type based on glass fibre), of 
not less than 30lb. weight 

l(d) Coated and sanded felt, of not 
less than 45lb. weight.

Saturated felts, par- 
ticularly those based 
on organic fibres, are 
not recommended for 
the lower layers of a 
built-up roof in damp 
climates, because 
they tend to hold 
moisture and may 
cause blistering. 

The type of felt for 
the top layer depends 
to some extent on the 
slope of the roof. On 
roofs with a slope of 
not less than 1:6 (10 
degrees), mineral sur- 
faced felt (type l(e), 
or the _ equivalent 
material based on as- 
bestos or glass fibre) 
is recommended, but 
not for roofs of lower 
pitch because the 
slower drainage tends 
to cause loss of the 
protective granule 
surfacing For slopes 
of less than 1:6,

is essential. 
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therefore, it is better to use for the top 
layer one of the types listed above for 
the lower layers, in similar or heavier 
quality, and to apply an additional surface 
dressing in situ. This consists of an 
application of ‘“‘cut-back” bitumen (a solu- 
tion of bitumen in a volatile solvent), 
blended with 4in., or 4in. mineral chip- 
pings. The chippings should preferably be 
white or light in colour, so as to keep 
the felt and the underlying structure cool 
in sunny weather to minimise thermal 
movements. 


Fire Protection 


Although bitumen felt is a combustible 
material, the degree of fire protection 
afforded by a built-up roof depends 
upon the roof structure as a _ whole. 
Requirements relating to the _ ability 
of a roof covering to afford pro- 
tection against the spread of fire into the 
building or to adjoining buildings are laid 
down in both the English and the Scottish 
Model By-laws, and examples are quoted 
of various felt-covered roofings that would 
be deemed to satisfy the By-laws; the [ist 
does not purport to be exhaustive. 


Since the two Models were issued, 
methods of test have been standardised, 
in B.S. 476, Part 3:1958, to enable roofs 
of any type to be classified in one or other 
of various grades according to their per- 
formance under exposure to external fire. 
Although the grading has not yet been 
incorporated into the By-laws, it may well 
become an accepted means of interpreting 
their intention. The testing of roofs to 
this Standard is undertaken by the Joint 
Fire Research Organisation at the Fire 
Research Station, Boreham Wood, Elstree, 
Herts. 


A list is being prepared of those roofs 
that have already been tested, including a 
number of felt roofs. Although the full 
range of felt roofs has not yet been 
examined it is known that with a suitable 
choice of decking, felt and surface treat- 
ment, the highest grading of the Standard 
can be attained. The list is expected to 
be available shortly; in the meantime. 
reference may be made to the Fire

For example, some 
that are thermally insulating in themselves 
require a topping of cement and sand, and 
the felt is laid on this; with others, the 
thermal insulation, where necessary, is 
provided by means of materials such as 
fibre insulating board, or cork, on which 
the felt can be laid direct.

In the construction of roof decks, the 
following three points call for special con- 
sideration since they have an important 
bearing on the performance of the felt 
covering and the efficiency of the roof as 
a whole, 


Moisture and thermal movement 


It was mentioned earlier that tearing 
of the felt can be caused by movement 
of the underlying structure, especially 
drying shrinkage and thermal movements. 
Since these cannot be eliminated entirely, 
special precautions are necessary in om 
the felt to minimise their effect, and these 
are indicated below; in addition, every- 
thing practicable should be done to ensure 
that the movements themselves are kept 
to a minimum. To control the drying 
shrinkage in screeds or topping the mix 
should not be richer than 1:4 and it is 
important that the sand should be clean, 
well graded and fairly coarse. The water 
content of the mixes should be no more 
than is necessary for placing, compacting 
and finishing, If it is feasible to allow 
the decking to dry and shrink before the 
felt is laid, the risk of damage will be 
further reduced. 

Thermal movements of a concrete deck- 
ing or topping are best controlled by a 
white or light-coloured treatment applied 
to the felt after it is laid, e.g., a layer of 
light-coloured grit or stone chippings, or 
decking slab; movement joints should also 
be provided in large areas of concrete 
decking. 

Constructional and rainwater 

While any porous decking, if left 
exposed to the weather, can absorb large 
quantities of rainwater, there is an addi- 
tional risk with concrete screeds made with 
lightweight aggregate, because of the large 
amounts of water used in their construc- 
tion. Once the felt has been applied the 
entrapped water, whatever its origin, can 
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escape only very slowly, and its effects 
may continue for many months or even 
years. Apart from any visible effect, 
moisture retained in the structure reduces 
the thermal insulation and so encourages 
condensation, thus defeating the purpose 
of the insulating screed. It may, more- 
over, create a serious nuisance by causing 
stains, Or even appearing as drips, on the 
ceiling below; also, in sunny weather, the 
pressure of water vapour may cause the 
felt to blister. 

Since, in this country, the weather is 
seldom favourable enough to allow the 
concrete to dry before the roof covering 
is laid, every practicable step should be

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taken to reduce the water content. Drain- 
age tubes, inserted in the structural roof 
and left open until the ceiling is plastered, 
are of great benefit in reducing the amount 
of water retained. Such tubes will not, 
of course, drain out all the water, Pro- 
vision can be made for its ultimate escape 
by leaving apertures in the felt covering 
and building brick-box ventilators over 
these (Fig. 5), but even then the rate of 
drying is slow because the moisture has 
to escape by diffusion through the screed 
and may have a long way to travel. 

A practice known to have given satis- 
factory results is as follows. The struc- 
tural deck is drained so that no ponds 
can form on it, This may be done by 
inserting drainage tubes at the time of 
construction; alternatively, the roof may 
be flooded and the deck punctured at the 
centre of all ponds. An insulating screed 
consisting of cement and no-fines light- 
weight aggregate (e.g., sintered pulverised- 
fuel ash) is then laid, followed by a thin 
1:4 cement:sand topping, just sufficient 
to bring the screed to a fair face. The 
screed can then be allowed to mature until 
conditions are suitable for the roofing felt 
covering to be laid. Any rain penetrating 
the screed will mostly drain away. One 
or two ventilators may still be needed to 
complete the drying. 

It has been suggested that more efficient 
drying might be achieved if the screed 
were laid around inflated tubes that could 
be subsequently withdrawn, to form ducts 
connected to small ventilators at the edges 
of the roof. No trials of this method have 
yet been carried out. 

A method that has been suggested for 
reducing substantially the water needed 
for lightweight-aggregate concrete is to 
waterproof the particles in advance by 
immersing the aggregate for a few moments 
in a water-repellent liquid and allowing 
it to dry (British Patent 824 592). This 
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can be done quite effectively with a bitu- 
men solution without causing adhesion of 
the particles. Silicone solutions, silane 
vapour, wax solutions or emulsions, or 
aqueous solutions of ammonium stearate 
have given similar promise in laboratory 
tests. Experimental roofs have been suc- 
cessfully laid with a lightweight aggregate 
treated with a bitumen solution. So far 
there has been no experience on a larger 
scale by which to judge whether advantage 
to be gained would warrant the cost of the 
preliminary treatment, 

Lightweight concrete slabs, insulating 
boards, compressed straw panels, wood- 
wool slabs and other absorptive materials 
intended to be incorporated in the roof 
structure should be stored under cover 
and should be fixed in sections as the 
roof covering is proceeded with, so that 
each section may be covered without delay. 


Wherever possible, tarpaulins or poly- 
thene sheets should be used to protect 
uncovered sections in wet or showery 
weather. 


Condensation 

Moisture condensing within the thick- 
ness of the roof structure under built-up 
roofing can, if the condensation is heavy 
and long-continued, produce much the 
same effects as water entrapped originally. 
The most extreme effects, associated with 
saturation of the insulating material, are 
seldom likely to occur except in buildings 
where industrial processes either require, 
or inevitably produce, a warm, humid 
atmosphere—for example, in textile or 
tobacco factories, laundries and bakeries. 
In such buildings, the design of the roof 
to obviate condensation calls for very 
careful consideration (Digest 117). 

In other buildings such as shops, public 
halls and dwellings, there are periods of 
high humidity when condensation is liable 
to occur. A minor effect is pattern stain- 
ing on ceilings, but at times there may be 
sufficient condensation to cause dripping 
from the underside of an impervious roof 
deck. A wise precaution is to have more 
thermal insulation above the roof deck 
than below it. A vapour barrier should 
be included in any decking containing 
organic insulating material (Table 1), to 
prevent this from becoming saturated and 
rotting, 


Preparation for Fixing 


Recommended preparatory measures for 
roofs of different kinds are outlined in 
Table 1 and particular attention is directed 
to those relating to lightweight concrete 
screeds and woodwool slabs. 

Observations on roofing felt laid on 
these materials demonstrate that the prac- 
tice of bonding the felt to a blinding coat 
of slurry often leads to cracking of the 
felt in places where shrinkage cracks 
develop in the roof structure, Felt laid 
directly on aerated concrete is sometimes 
prone to blister. 

For these reasons, it is recommended 
that a fin. topping of one part of cement 
to four parts of clean, coarse sand should 
be used, and that this should be laid in 
alternate bays, each of not more than 
100ft.*. For aerated concrete screeds, 
however, some contractors prefer to prime 
the surface with a bitumen primer instead 
of using the topping, and this is permis- 
sible. 

Since shrinkage cracks often develop 
along the line separating two areas of 
roofing of different widths, or at junctions 
between lengths of roof, or in places where 
the run of the roof is interrupted by roof- 
lights, it is further recommended that cuts 
should be made in the topping and pre- 
ferably through the full depth of the screed 
along the lines of such junctions and along 
lines joining the adjacent corners of roof- 
lights, and that any large areas of topping 
should be similarly subdivided at junctions 
between the bays. 

Apart from providing a fair surface for 
adhesion of the felt and facility for 
correcting any inadequacy in fall, the pur- 
pose of the topping is two-fold. It aims 
to restrain the drying shrinkage of the 
woodwool slab or lightweight concrete 
screed and also to encourage any cracking 
of the topping to occur along the lines of 
the cuts rather than in random directions 
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across the slab. Subsequently, loose strips 
of felt should be laid along the lines of 
the cuts (Fig. 3) to prevent adhesion of 
the overlying felt for a distance of 6in. to 
Yin. on either side. The aim here is to 
allow the felt to stretch rather than tear 
in response to any small movements that 
may occur in the topping. The method 
illustrated in Fig. 2 is better where there 
is likely to be any considerable movement. 
Expansion joints in the roof structure 
should preferably be of the twin-kerb 
type (Fig. 1). 

No special comment is called for in 
regard to the other decks dealt with in 
Table 1, except to mention that the layer 
of insulating board used on metal or 
asbestos decks is necessary to facilitate 
bonding and to prevent tearing of the felt. 

Fixing 

Methods of fixing are also set out in 
Table 1. The surface should be clean, 
free from dust or debris, and at least 
surface-dry at the time of laying. Except 
for wooden boarded roofs, where the first 
layer is nailed and should not be bonded 
to the boards, roofing felt is customarily 
bonded to the roof with hot bitumen 
spread at the rate of about 30lb. per 100ft.”. 
On highly absorptive surfaces, this is pre- 
ceded by an application of a bitumen 
primer to reduce frothing of the bitumen 
and assist adhesion. The primer must be 
allowed to dry before proceeding. 

It is seldom essential that the felt should 
be bonded overall, but there should be 
sutticient bonding to prevent lifting and 
tearing of the felt in high winds. Where 
there is a substantial loading of tiles or 
stone chivpings, it may be enough to bond 
the edges of the strips of felt. For fixing 
to the cement-sand topping recommended 
for use over lightweight concrete screeds 
or woodwool slabs, partial bonding at the 
edges and in strips or spots elsewhere is 
preferable to overall bonding, since this 
gives the felt more scope for stretching 
in response to any differential movement 
in the roof slabs. 

The suggestion for partial bonding 
applies only to the first layer of felt, and 
is intended principally for roofs incor- 
porating lightweight screeds and woodwool 
slabs. Partial bonding is essentially a pre- 
cautionary measure imposed by the impos- 
sibility of predicting precisely where crack- 
ing may occur, It is not necessary or 
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desirable to use partial bonding where the 
felt is laid on fibre insulating board, cork 
or compressed straw slabs. 

Partial bonding may also be achieved by 
using a proprietary underlay perforated 
with holes about 4in. in diameter and 
gritted on the undersurface, Hot bitumen 
is spread over this so that the bonding of 
the felt to the roof is restricted to the 
areas of the holes in the underlay. The 
gritted under-surface provides a continuous 
air space through which vapour can escape 
at the verges, thus preventing a build-up 
of pressure beneath the felt. 

A form of expanding nail (Fig. 4) kas 
been introduced for nailing felt to light- 
weight concrete of medium strength with- 
out a topping, but there has not yet been 
much experience of its use. Because of 
the alkaline character of concrete, nails 
in an aluminium alloy would be unsuitable 
for this purpose. 

Upstands at parapet walls, etc., need 
careful detailing to exclude rain. The 
upstand, which should be at least 6in. 
high, should preferably be covered with 
a metal flashing as shown in Fig. 6. Where 
there is a damp-proof course in the wall, 
the flashing should be made continuous 
with it. Bends in the felt in these or 
similar circumstances should be supported, 
preferably with a wood or mortar fillet. 

Where the edges of a roof are finished 
with a kerbing under the felt, the develgp- 
ment of shrinkage cracks in the joints of 
the kerb may lead to tearing of the felt. 
Laving a loose strip of felt over each joint 
(Fig. 3) to break the bond with the over- 
lying felt will reduce this risk. 


Roof Paving 


Where a built-up roof has to carry 
much traffic, a more substantial surface 
is needed. This may be of tiles bedded 
in bitumen, or a topping of bitumen 
macadam not less than }in. thick or a 
mortar screed not less than lin. thick may 
be used. Since there must be enough 
freedom of movement in tiling or screed 
to prevent lifting or arching under the 
combined effects of thermal and moisture 
movement of the roof structure, tiling or 
screed should be laid in areas of not more 
than 100ft.*, and these areas should be 
separated by lin. joints. Tiles should be 
butt-jointed. Each area of mortar screed 
should be subdivided into units not larger 
than 2ft. by 2ft. by cutting through the full

Subsequently these cuts 
and the joints between the separate areas 
should be filled with a bitumen jointing 
compound. 


Treatment of Defects 


The appearance of dampness, or even 
of water drips below a built-up roof does 
not necessarily mean that the roof covering 
is leaking, for these defects can also be 
produced, as already explained, by water 
entrapped originally or even, sometimes, 
by heavy condensation of water within the 
roof structure. If, therefore, on careful 
inspection, the felt covering appears to be 
intact, these possibilities should be con- 
sidered, remembering that water can 
remain entrapped for many months after 
the covering has been laid. 

There is no quick way of drying out a 
roof that, from any cause, has become 
waterlogged. If water is dripping from 
points in the ceiling or, as often happens, 
from electric conduits, holes may be bored 
near the places affected, to assist drainage. 
Drying can also be assisted by building 
brick box ventilators (Fig. 5) on the roof 
at appropriate piaces. 

If the conditions within the building are 
warm and humid, condensation may be 
suspected; if it is in fact the cause of 
the dampness, the only remedy, in severe 
cases, may be to provide more thermal 
insulation and an effective vapour barrier. 
In milder cases it may be sufficient, if 
practicable, to improve the ventilation of 
the building. 

Sources of dampness caused by cracking 
or deterioration of the felt or failure to 
cover upstands with flashings can usually 
be traced by inspection. Where the felt 
has become torn or cracked but is other- 
wise in good condition, patching on the 
lines indicated in Figs. 2 or 3 will be well 
worth trying; it can best be undertaken 
by a specialist contractor. Other defects 
can be dealt with by the methods given in 
Table 2. 

If there is reason to think that thermal 
movement of the roof has been a con- 
tributory factor in damaging the felt, it 
may help to prevent a recurrence if, after 
repair, the felt is covered with a layer of 
light-coloured grit to reflect solar heat.

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THE CHICAGO PLAN 
For Separate Bids for Mechanical Speciality Contracting 


This plan, referred to in our leading article this week, has been drawn up by the 
Co-ordinating Committee of the Mechanical Speciality Contractors Association 
of Chicago. Copies of the plan can be obtained price 25c plus postage from this 
Co-ordinating Committee at Builders Building, Room 1612, 228 N. La Salle Street, 
Chicago I, Illinois, U.S.A. This plan is of such significance with regard to the 
controversy about “all-in” bids that a summary of it is reproduced below. 


Ce. requires a particu- 
lar “know-how” which can be 
acquired only through long experience 
and extreme specialisation. As a result 
the industry is composed of numerous 
autonomous groups each dedicated to a 
particular activity. This is true 
especially in the field of mechanical 
speciality contracting—plumbing, heat- 
ing, ventilating and electrical. It has 
been proven that this form of speciali- 
sation is thorough, efficient and 
economical, from the standpoint of both 
the owner and the industry. 

But while all other elements in the in- 
dustry have kept pace with the growing 
complexity and cost of the mechanical 
portions of a building, one element—the 
system of bidding—has, in far too many 
instances, remained unchanged. Today 
with the cost of the mechanical work equal 
to, or exceeding, that of the structural 
contract it is no longer logical or defensible 
for this work to be included in one over- 
all “construction” contract with the 
general contractor who lets individual 
“sub-contracts” for the mechanical 
speciality work. 

This system has produced a long chain 
of undesirable effects, three of which are 
capable of bringing about a state of com- 
plete chaos in the construction industry. 

Unreasonable Cost results from the fact 
that it is deemed necessary and prover 
for a prime contractor to add a “handling 
charge” to the cost of each of the sub- 
contracts which he must negotiate, in 
addition to a justifiable co-ordinating and 
supervising fee. 

Bid-shopping arises where a main con- 
tractor is awarded a single contract em- 
bracing both the structural and mechanical 
portions which places him in a vosition to 
auction off the mechanical speciality con- 
tracts worth perhaps 50 per cent. of a 
$10,000,000 project. Every dollar that is 
“saved” as a result of this auction acrues 
solely to the main contractor. Not one 
nickel of it goes back to the owner. 

Bid-peddling arises through a type of 
mechanical sveciality contractor who 
gambles that he is sharp enough to make 
a profit by providing inferior workmanship 
and by substituting inferior materials. 

Bid-shopping and bid-veddling have pro- 
duced a new breed in the industry known 


by the descriptive term of “broker-contrac- 


tor” with the emphasis on the word 
“broker” being neither builder nor 
mechanical speciality contractor. He lives 


not by the just and normal profit resulting 
from his contribution to the construction 
of a building but rather from his ability 
as a shrewd auctioneer. He is interested 
solely in getting the lowest price without 
any real concern for past performance, 
competency or integrity. 

The growing impact of the broker-con- 
tractor has forced an ever increasing num- 
ber of reputable general contractors to 
resort to bid-shopping and has similarly 
turned more and more mechanical 
sneciality contractors along the path of 
bid-peddling. The conscientious contrac- 
tor who does not wish to participate in 
such unfair trade practices is inclined to 
withdraw from competitive bidding and to 
concentrate on negotiated work. 

The readily apparent final result is that 
the construction industry will be left in 
the hands of a group of ruthless and 
unscrupulous money-makers and that pride 
of workmanship, integrity and reputation 
will become meaningless platitudes. 


Case For Separate Bids 


Several solutions have been tried includ- 
ing bid-listing whereby the general con- 
tractor indentifies his sub-contractors in 
advance and bid-devositories which estab- 
lish a central location for the handling of 
mechanical sveciality bids. These measures 
have been ineffectual in the latter case 
because the system was purely voluntary. 

The complete answer is the procedure 
based on separate bids. Under this system 
sevarate svecifications are prepared for 
each of the four categories of mechanical 
speciality work, namely, vlumbing and 
sewerage; heating piving, refrigeration and 
automatic temperature control systems; 
ventilating and distribution systems for 
conditioned air; and electrical installations. 
Senarate bids for each of these four 
categories of work are taken from reput- 
able mechanical speciality grouns. The 
bids are submitted directly to the owner 
or to his architect or consulting engineer 
so that at no tims, prior to the ovening 
date, does any bidder get to see his com- 
petitor’s bid, and at no time. after the 
wenine, can he offer to reduce his original 
bid. By the same token. he is not at any 
time requested to meet the lower bid, real 
or imaginary of a competitor. 


CEMENT PRICE FIXING RESTRICTIONS 
Not Contrary to Public Interest, Says Court 


HE Restrictive Practices Court has de- 

clared that the general price fixing 
restrictions in the agreement between the 
members of the Cement Makers Federa- 
tion are not contrary to the public interest 
but that restrictions relating to deferred 
rebates to large users and the restriction 
prohibiting members from entering into 
contracts of more than 12 months’ duration 
other than for a specific job are contrary 
to the public interest. 

Mr. Justice DrpLock, in the course of 
reading the judgment of the Court said 
that the Court was satisfied that the federa- 
tion, following the advice of the indepen- 
dent costs committee, had been content to 
fix their prices at a low level, despite their 


having collectively a monopoly of the trade 
and the almost continuous existence of a 
sellers’ market, and that they did this be- 
cause of the greater security of their in- 
vestment afforded by the price agreement. 
The federation had, accordingly, proved 
that the scheme conferred a svecific and 
substantial benefit on the public. 


Unjustified Rebates 


The other restrictions embracing com- 
mon marketing arrangements were justifi- 
able as being reasonably required for the 
maintenance of the price scheme. The 
only exceptions were the deferred rebates 
given to large users, which were based on 
the aggregate purchases in a year by a 


On the basis of extensive experience with 
this system, it can be stated unequivocally 
that it produces two highly satisfactory 
results:— 

(1) Costs have been lowered. On 
innumerable projects, under which bids 
were taken both ways, the cost of 
separate bids has been lower in virtually 
every instance. 
(2) Bid-shopping and bid-peddling have 
been eliminated. The lowest bidder, if 
qualified, is awarded a separate contract 
at the price shown in his bid. He is not 
obligated to cheapen the job in order to 
make a legitimate profit. 
A further advantage is that separate 
bids enables the selection of competent 
mechanical speciality contractors. Where 
mechanical contracts are awarded by a 
general contractor the owner abdicates 
his right to screen the bidders through 
his architect and the strong influence of 
price upon the general contractor often 
works to the owner’s ultimate dis- 
advantage. 

When “separate contracts” are let, it is 
in many cases highly desirable that the 
administration, supervision and co-ordina- 
tion of each should be provided by the 
owner, the architect or the consulting 
engineer. In some instances, however, it 
may be preferable to place all co-ordina- 
tion and supervision under the general 
contractor. In these cases, it is recom- 
mended that, after mechanical contracts 
have been awarded they should be assigned 
to the general contractor and where this 
is contemolated the original svecification 
and bid form should provide for a super- 
vision-co-ordination fee. In addition, as 
a further incentive to established solvent 
general contractors the assignment of con- 
tracts should by all means include a pro- 
vision for payments to be made directly to 
all mechanical contractors to discourage 
the practice of general contractors in 
financial distress of delaying due payments 
in order to finance their own operations. 

Many other grouvs and_ individuals 
recognise the need for separate bids. A 
survev among architects in Chicago con- 
ducted in 1958 showed that 71 per cent. of 
the 48 per cent. who returned the 
anestionnaires favoured sevarate bids. 
Many general contractors individually if not 
collectively have come to realise that there 
is a great deal of merit in bid separation— 
from the standpoint of the general con- 
tractor. 


customer from all the members. Rebates 
had an economic justification only if they 
produced a saving in production costs, but 
the deferred rebates did not possess that 
characteristic. There had been no attempt 
to defend the restriction which required 
members not to enter into contracts of 
more than 12 months’ duration, other than 
for a specific job. Accordingly, these two 
restrictions would be declared contrary to 
the public interest. 

The Court had been influenced in its 
decision in favour of the price scheme by 
the fact that the members had fixed the 
prices with moderation and a sense of 
resvonsibility. If there was to be any 
devarture from the principles on which 
they had acted or in their profit margins, 
that would be a material charge of the 
relevant circumstances entitling the regis- 
trar to reapply the Court to reconsider its 
decision,

2,000 tons, that a most useful application 
of the system has not received the atten- 
tion deserved. This is the installation of 
a series of these large piles—or more 
correctly cylinder foundations—adjacent to 
each other to act as a retaining wall. 

The use of bored concrete piles to 
retain a muck face whilst a reinforced 
concrete retaining wall is constructed is 
not a new idea, for it has been used 
several times in the past. However, the 
size generally used to date (17in. or 18in. 
diameter), whilst it has the advantage over 
steel sheet piling of silent installation and 
relative non-disturbance of the ground, 
has but a limited bending strength. Con- 
sequently a wall of bored piles has required 
a series of timber, steel, or concrete 
walings and struts. The disadvantage of 
excavating between raking struts, or 
alternatively the need for excavating first 
a girdle trench sheeted on both sides and 
later removing the dumpling, has remained, 
and also that of re-strutting the excavation 
from the completed retaining wall. 

When concrete cylinders, 30in. or 36in. 
in diameter, are placed shoulder to 
shoulder to form a continuous wall the 
bending strength is such that a vertical 
muck face 25ft. in height can be safely 
stabilised. 

Construction of the cylinders is carried 
out by normal methods of mechanical 
auger or shell-auger to the depth required. 
The usual procedure is for alternate 
cylinders to be concreted leaving spaces 
equal to the cylinder diameter or about 
6in. over. A second machine then follows 
the first, placing cylinders in the gaps to 
complete the wall. Where the spacing is 
closed up cylinders are staggered in plan 
to overcome possible obstructions from 
irregularities in .the concrete cylinders 
already completed. 

Where ground is non-cohesive or water- 
bearing, the first cylinders are filled with 
ballast rejects or similar material and a 
grout tube is inserted. They are then 
grouted from the bottom whilst the grout

FIRE OFFICER ADDRESSES 
SAFETY MEETING 


A talk on the provisions relating to fire 
precautions under the Factories Act, 1959, 
was given by Mr. R. E. S. Whillock, 
Assistant Divisional Officer with the 
London Fire Brigade, at a recent meeting 
of the London Building and Engineering 
Contractors Accident Prevention Group. 

Mr. Willock discussed aspects of the fire 
regulations in buildings, and outlined many 
of the hazards encountered by the Fire 
Brigade, particularly in converted dwellings 
operating as workshops and factories. 


tube is withdrawn after the alternate 
cylinders have been concreted. By this 
means, a curtain wall can be put down to 
considerable depths through water-bearing 
rock to seal off excavations that would 
defeat normal methods of sheet piling. 

Cylinders are taken down to a depth 
below the formation level of the future 
excavation such that they are stable and 
they are suitably reinforced to resist the 
bending moments arising from the ground 
pressure. The excavation in front of the 
wall can then be carried out expeditiously 
by mechanical plant, at bulk excavation 
rates, and the need for sheeting, strutting, 
excavation and concreting in trenches, and 
re-strutting the muck face from the com 
pleted wall, is obviated. 

The provision of a sufficient area of 
reinforcement in the cylinders, and its 
maintenance in the correct position during 
concreting, is a problem, but the compac- 
tion of the concrete is found to require no 
special precautions. The face of the com- 
pleted cylinder is exposed on excavation 
and experience has shown that normally 
no segregation or honey-combing is pro- 
duced even though the concrete is placed 
without the use of tremie pipes, bottom 
opening skips or other special equipment. 

Cylinder retaining walls are designed 
from a knowledge of the _ sub-soil 
characteristics just as they are when used 
as foundation piers, and an adequate factor 
of safety is given against failure. Some 
calculation must also be made of the 
deflection of the wall, figures of 4in. to lin. 
at the top being expected with a 25ft.-30ft. 
exposed height. 

In clay sub-soils the fact that the wall 
is constructed against the muck face with- 
out allowing significant movement has the 
advantage of keeping the muck im- 
permeable and eliminates the need for a 
waterproof membrane. 


The cylinder wall, when exposed, is 
generally cleaned down and the muck 
between the piles removed so that a 


mechanical key is formed for bonding on 
the facing. This should make allowance 
for variations in the cylinder construction, 
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L.M.B.A. PRESIDENT COMMENTS 
ON “TAKING CONTROL” 


‘PEAKING this week at a North 
\J Western Area meeting, Mr. R. F.

Master Builders Association, said: 

“I cannot let any review of the activities 
of the Association pass without comment- 
ing upon the recently achieved wages 
settlement. It has received such differing 
epithets as statesmanlike and stupid, far 
sighted and futile, but one thing stands 
out clearly. It is this. In October 196] 
we employers shall have presented to us 
a chance, the like of which we have not 
had for 30 years, to take control of our 
industry. To exert leadership, to indicate 
to our operatives that while we work 
happily with them, ours is the responsi- 
bility, and the risk, and the duty of running 
our Own businesses. 

“I think that I can say, without fear of 
contradiction, that if we let this chance 
go it is unlikely to come our way again 
in the working life of most of us. It can 
only be seized and made the fullest use 
of if the building industry is prepared to 
be loyal to itself. In these days of short- 
ages of labour, above all of skilled crafts- 
men, it is going to be a great temptation to 
offer paid refreshment breaks. 

“The National Joint Council has made 
its views quite clear on this subject, and 
I must ask you all, not only those of you 
here, but your members throughout the 
Area, throughout London, and_ the 
Country, to set an example of that loyalty 
to each other, to the industry, and to your 
trade association. 

“My predecessor wondered, in his final 
address, whether the era of the great 
captains of industry was over. I can only 
say to you that if you now want to once 
again be masters in your own house, you 
must not fall prey to the temptations which 
will beset you.”

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B.M.C. INTRODUCE AUSTIN 250 INDUSTRIAL 
GAS TURBINE 


PRODUCTION of the Austin 250 
industrial gas turbine—the result 
of twelve years secret development 
was announced this week by the 
British Motor Corporation. 

The turbine, which in its basic form 
measures only 37in. long, 35in. wide and 
Slin. high, runs on gas oil or Derv, but 
is also suitable for conversion 
to operate on other distillate 
or gaseous types of fuel. Air 
is drawn into a centrifugal 
compressor where it is com- 
pressed at a ratio of 3.5: 1 and 
flows into the single com- 
bustion chamber. Here the 
compressed air is heated and 
greatly increased in volume by 
the introduction and burning 
of finely atomised fuel—a pro- 
cess which takes place with 
minimum loss of pressure. 

The resultant high tempera- 
ture gases are then directed 
from the combustion chamber, 
rapidly expanding through the 
two-stage turbine to the 
atmospheric pressure at the 
exhaust exit. Being directly 
coupled on the single shgtt 
rotor, the turbine drives tne 
compressor thereby completing 
the simple open cycle. 

Power is taken from the 
turbine rotor through a reduc- 
tion gearbox to the final drive 
shaft and the driven machine. 

Cooling air is directed from the com- 
pressor to the turbine discs and blades 
keeping them at a much lower temperature 
than that of the hot exhaust gases passing 
over them, so avoiding damage from 
excessive thermal stresses. 

Automatic devices are fitted to protect 
the unit from overspeed, excessive gas 
temperature, and loss of lubricating oil 
pressure, 

Compressor 

The single-stage centrifugal compressor 
gives a pressure ratio of 3.5:1. The im- 
peller and separate guide vanes are 
machined from forgings of RR.58, a high- 
tensile aluminium alloy, and are shrunk 


onto the steel shaft. A diffuser of aerofoil 
vanes is used, and the compressor casing 
is constructed of well-ribbed aluminium 
castings.

Fuel is supplied through a Simplex 
atomiser from a piston-type fuel pump 
incorporating a governor control to main- 
tain the required running speed.

Starting 


Starting is automatic, initiated by push- 
button. The unit is driven up to light-up 
speed by a 24-V D.C. motor mounted on 
the gearbox driving through a sprag-type 
clutch; admission of fuel, ignition, switch- 
ing off the starter, and control of accelera- 
tion are effected by relays and solenoids. 


Reduction Gear 


Speed reduction from the rotor speed of 
29,000 r.p.m. to the output shaft speed of 
(normally) 1,500 r.p.m. is carried out 
through two simple pairs of double-helical 
gears, which are of nickel-chrome steel 
case-hardened and ground to give long life. 
Further spur gears driven from the layshaft 
provide auxiliary drives. Ball and roller 
bearings are used throughout the gearbox. 
The drive from the turbine rotor to the 
input gear is taken through a floating 
splined shaft. 

Separate oil feeds are taken to all high- 
speed bearings and also to oil jets on the 
main gears, 

Lubricating Oil System 


The lubricating oil, a straight mineral 
oil of SAE 10W grade, is contained in a 
fabricated steel tank of 20 gallons capacity 
which also forms a bed on which the 
engine and gearbox are mounted. A double 
Hobourn-Eaton rotor pump serves two 
separate oil circuits from the oil tank, one 
to feed oil under pressure to all the bear- 
ings and gears, through a full-flow filter, 
and the other to circulate oil through a 
cooler, which will normally be cooled by 
water but may be cooled by air from a 
fan if water is not available. 


Air Intake 


An intake air silencer with simple air 
filters will usually be mounted on the com- 
pressor air intake flange. If the surround- 
ings are dusty, necessitating more extensive 
cleaning arrangements, ducting will be 
arranged as required. 


Instruments and Protective Devices 


The instrument panel carries a_ tacho- 
meter, maximum gas temperature indi- 
cator, fuel and lubricating oil pressure 
gauges, engine hours meter, and the start- 
ing button. 

Automatic devices are fitted to protect 
the unit against over-speed, excessive gas 
temperature, or loss of lubricating oil 
pressure. 

Mounting 

Complete generating or pumping sets are 
mounted on a fabricated frame into which 
the combined oil tank and bed of the 
power unit fits and which is extended to 
carry the generator or pump. A light 
frame bridging the generator or pump 
carries a 50-gallon sheet steel fuel tank, 
allowing 14 hours full load running on 
one filling. 


Three Forms 


Initially the turbine will be available in 
three forms all without heat exchangers: 
(1) Coupled to a 160-kW alternator for 
electric power generation; (2) coupled to 
a centrifugal water pump; (3) as a 
separate power unit for driving almost any 
kind of industrial plant. 

At the same time, however, it is con- 
sidered to be a major step forward towards 
the final production of a vehicle turbine 
and B.M.C. are now undertaking further 
research which, it is anticipated, will 
culminate in the development of a 250-h.p. 
vehicle gas turbine for high-speed heavy 
commercial vehicles and other forms of 


transport.

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PIN POINTING CAUSES OF ENGINE 
FAILURE 


** Hardness Relaxation” Technique 


A SIMPLE method for measuring the 
41 operating temperatures of engine 
parts like valves and pistons has been 
developed by scientists of ‘Shell’? Re- 
search Ltd., at their Thornton, Cheshire, 
Research Centre. 

The usual temperature measuring de- 
vices cannot easily be attached to these 
rapidly-moving parts inside the engine 
block, but Thornton has developed a 
technique whereby each component 
literally registers the maximum tempera- 
ture to which it is exposed.When the engine 
is taken apart, this temperature is 
deciphered in the laboratory. 

High temperatures can build up locally 
on pistons, rings, bearings, gears and 
valves, and if they become too high prema- 
ture failure can result. As a result of this 
new technique engineers can now pin 
point these hot spots and then take steps 
to overcome them. 

Thornton’s technique, known as _ the 
“hardness relaxation” method, depends on 
the fact that when certain alloys are heated 
and then cooled, their original hardness is 
changed. The extent of the change depends 
on the maximum temperature reached. 
This fact in itself is not new, but Thornton 
has applied it to taking the temperature 
of moving parts in cars and in large 
engines used in ships and trains. 

Usually it is only necessary to compare 
the original hardness of an engine com-

CIRCULATOR 


Deblorac water circulators, suitable for 
any small bore closed circuit operation 
with water temperatures up to 212 
degrees F., are now being manufactured 
under licence for sale in the U.K. and 
Commonwealth by Aero Controls, Ltd., 
Weedon Road, Northampton.

ponent with its hardness after running to 
determine with accuracy the maximum 
temperature reached in the range of 100 
degrees C. to 1000 degrees C. (212 degrees 
F. to 1832 degrees F.). When the metal 
of a particular engine component is not 
suitable for recording accurately the maxi- 
mum temperature reached, small inserts of 
a suitable alloy can be inserted in the part 
under study. The change in hardness of 
the insert will then give a measurement 
of the maximum temperature reached. 
Thornton has developed a wide range of 
alloy inserts for this purpose. 


A Problem Is Solved 


An interesting application of this 
technique helped solve the problem of a 
car owner in the Australian bush. The 
car was a make renowned for its perform- 
ance and no one could diagnose why it 
would go for a few miles and stop. 


Thornton was advised of the symptoms 
and the engineers there were fairly sure 
the spark plugs were overheating. To 
check their hypothesis, they sent out a 
set of specially-prepared plugs. These 
were run in the car and then sent back to 
the laboratory 12,000 miles away. Examina- 
tion of the change in hardness of the plugs 
showed that temperatures in the order of 
1000 degrees C. were being reached. It was 
a simple matter to adjust the timing to 
make the engine run cooler.

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NEW ORDERS FOR CONSTRUCTION WORK 
IN FOURTH QUARTER OF 1960 


Record Figure Equalled 


( RDERS to the value of £473 million 
were obtained by contractors in 
the construction industries during the 
fourth quarter of 1960, according to 
figures compiled by the Ministry of 
Works. This equals the figure reached 
in the first quarter of 1960, the highest 
since the series was started in 1956. 


Orders for new housing work increased 
by £16 million compared with the previous 
quarter. This also was the highest figure 
since the series began except for the first 
quarter of 1960 when orders were abnor- 
mally high. Orders for work for public 
authorities increased by £13 million; this 
figure, however, includes one very large 
contract. Orders for industrial building 
have shown a steady rise during the year 
but there was no change in the total value 
of orders for non-housing work in the 
private sector obtained in the fourth 


quarter because orders for other private 
building dropped a little. 

Taking the year as a whole the value 
of new orders obtained in 1960 was £1,842 
million, which was £256 million more than 
in 1959, while the value of new work 
carried out by contractors in 1960 was 
only £140 million more than in 1959. It 
must be expected, therefore, that the level 
of activity during 1961 will remain high. 

Orders for public authority housing were 
virtually the same as for 1959, but orders 
for houses for private developers increased 
by over £40 million. The total value of 
work done on housing increased by over 
£60 million compared with the previous 
year so that the amount of work outstand- 
ing on housing has decreased. Meanwhile 
new orders for other types of work rose 
by £212 million and the value of work 
done rose by only £78 million so that the 
work outstanding in this sector rose.

“URBAN MOTORWAYS FOR LONDON,” SAYS 
MIDDLESEX COUNTY ENGINEER 


ANOTHER plea for urban motorways 

and improved trunk roads to serve 
Greater London was made last week by 
Mr. H. S. Andrews, county engineer and 
surveyor of Middlesex, when he 
addressed the All-Party Roads Study 
Group in the House of Commons. 

He also advocated a new road-traffic 
committee for Greater London established 
on the lines of the Nugent Committee 
whose recommendations for a £200 million, 
20-vear road development programme for 
the L.C.C. area have recently been 
accepted. Mr. Andrews’s suggested com- 
mittee would comprise all Greater Lon- 
don’s local authorities. J a 

“I have no doubt that the public will 
welcome far more advanced proposals and 
there is a real need for a comprehensive, 
up-to-date plan and detailed programme 
for perhaps a 10-year period,” he added. 


Urban Motorways 


“Primary approach roads to London 
should be motorways,” he said. “In the 
suburban areas they must necessarily be 
new roads because it would be imprac- 
ticable to convert existing roads to motor- 
way standards.” ; 

“It will be apparent that if they are to 
be efficient the points of connection to 
the ordinary road system must be few and 
accordingly a large volume of traffic 
originating or terminating in the fringe 
area will be left on the existing trunk road 
system,” he added. 

Describing his ideal of a modern all- 


purpose trunk road he said they should 
be dual carriageways without “U” turn 
points between major intersections; all-in 
roundabout and flyover at junctions; 
pedestrian guard fences along the entire 
central island; pedestrian subways and 
either special service road or extensive 
lay-bys. 

Referring to the difficulties of co- 
ordinating road plans among the handful 
of authorities serving Greater London, Mr. 
Andrews said: “If such a committee had 
been sitting its experience would have been 
of considerable assistance to the Royal 
Commission on Local Government in 
Greater London.”

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WORK STUDY IN THE BOROUGH 
ENGINEER’S DEPARTMENT 


R. E. A. CARR-HILL, chief work 
study officer of the British 
Productivity Council, gave case histories 
to a conference for local government 
officers in London last week. The con- 
ference was organised by the Croydon 
District Productivity Association. Mr. 
Carr-Hill explained how the principles 
of work study are by no means confined 
to the shop floor but can be applied, in 
a local authority, to a wide variety of 
activities such as refuse collection, road 
mending, street cleansing, house repairs 
and even the collection of cash for 
deck chairs. 


Concentrating on the Borough Engineer’s 
Department, he gave a number of exam- 
ples of how work study had enabled the 
same amount of work to be done with far 
less effort, which is the basic principle of 
productivity. Mr. Carr-Hill stressed the 
importance of collecting all the available 
background and data to any operation, 
and this may well mean going back a num- 
ber of years in order to get at the true 
facts. This is particularly true where 
seasonal work is involved. 


Allowing For Future Policy 


Nor must future policy be neglected. 
For instance, any survey of the work of 
refuse collection must take into account 
future building programmes to allow for 
an extension of the service. 


Mr. Carr-Hill outlined a recent survey 
of building maintenance, which resulted in 
a saving of 25 per cent. of the time in- 
volved. Background data in this case in- 
cluded such items as the number, age. 
type and size of houses, the normal 
rotation of the maintenance programme, 
the available equipment and transport. 
This was primarily concerned with manual 
labour, thus emphasising the importance 
of the human factor in all such surveys. 


Problem Of Wasted Effort 


Most jobs contain elements of working. 
walking and waiting, and here a statistical 
approach can be most valuable. The work 
study man must often ask himself: Is this 
journey really necessary? In case after 
case Mr. Carr-Hill was able to cite exam- 
ples of wasted effort. 


Earlier in the conference Mr. G. H. 
Simmons, a divisional director in consult- 
ancy of S. J. Noel-Brown and Company 
Ltd., had outlined the scope of work 
study and the basic pattern of its opera- 
tion, and Mr. Noel-Brown himself gave 
the final talk, in which he presented com- 
parative studies of surveys carried out in 
various departments of authorities of all 
sizes. 

The conference chairman, who wound 
up the day on the note “Where do we go 
from here?”, was Mr. R. E. Griffiths, 
secretary of the Local Authorities Con- 
ditions of Service Advisory Board.

TTYOGETHER we walked across the 
the muddy site, skirting the 
puddles, and sloshing ankle deep 
through well-churned Yorkshire clay. 
“Last year we had five degrees of frost,” 
said Roy Greenfield, the agent. “Ii 
followed the rain and the chaps were 
sliding all over the place. We put down 


cartloads of sand but we still had 
casualties.” 
“This stuff’s pretty trecherous,” I said. 


“It’s softer to sit on,” said Roy. “It 
reminds me of the time we had a load 
of bigwigs from one of the Ministries, and 
for about a week before the big day I 
couldn’t get into my office for bosses. On 
the morning of the visit it started to pelt 
with rain, and the chief told me to lay 
some kind of surface over the space we'd 
reserved for the cars. There was no 
material on the site at the time, so we sent 
round to the gasworks next door for a 
few loads of coke breeze. We put it down 
pretty thickly and it looked all right, so 
then we laid a path to the reception place, 
and waited for the guests. Ten minutes 
before they arrived old man Moody gave 
me the tip-off that one of the Ministry 
people had something to do with fuel 
conservation, so would I please shovel up 
the top dressing and hide it somewhere. 

“We worked like crazy and just made it 
by the time they got to the gate. The 
visitors grumbled a bit about the state of 
the ground, then one of the top brass 
turned to Josh Moody and said ‘I see 
you’re near the gasworks. Why don’t you 
get a load of breeze for your roadway? 
Makes a good surface in this kind of 
weather—non-slip, you know.’ I never did 
find out whether he was the fuel con- 
servation man or not.” 

On the way over, we picked up the 
foreman, Jack Jones. I told him what I 
had come about, and we walked towards 
the tower crane. The driver was in the 
lower cabin testing the controls. 

“There’s a heck of a draught blowing 
through those side openings,” said Jones. 
“T’ve put a tarpaulin over them for the 
time being, but that'll have to come down 
when we start working. We might get some 
perspex windows put in.” 

“What about heating?” I asked. 

“There’s bottled gas laid on, with a 
heater in each cabin,” said Roy. “Our 
driver believes in comfort.” 

“So do I,” I replied. “You can’t expect 
a man to work a thing like this properly 
when he’s half frozen.”

We climbed up to the cabin. The access 
was reasonably good, although the head- 
room at the entrance was unnecessarily 
restricted, and there was a sharp pro- 
turberance at shin level nicely adjusted to 
inflict the maximum amount of injury to 
the man in a hurry. The control gear was 
all in accordance with the best practice. 
The levers were clearly labelled and 
within easy reach of the operator. I was 
also pleased to note our standard signals 
chart mounted on the panel facing the 
driver, and similar placards fitted outside 
the cabin, together with tables of loads 
for double-leg slings. 

The crane had a luffing jib, and we went 
round to inspect the load-radius indicator. 
This was a vertical indicator with a 
pointer between the safe working load 
and radius scales, actuated by a single 
rope and pulley arrangement. 

“Some of these ind.cators seem to be a 
bit misleading,” I said. “The ordinary 
pendulum type often has the load marks 
opposite the radius marks, something like 
this . . . .” I took a piece of chalk out of 
my pocket and drew the following little 
scale on a piece of steel plate. 

Radius 20’ y + 30’ 
SWL (tons) 3 2 1 

“Now this is the tricky bit,” I went on. 
“Look at the 2 ton mark at 25ft. radius. 
Where does it end? Does it begin at 20ft. 
and end at 25ft. or does it begin at 25ft. 
and end at 30ft.?” 

Jones opened his mouth, then closed 
it again. I guessed he was about to commit 
himself, but had thought better of it. 


“Yes, I see what you mean,” said Roy. - 


“Obviously, if the loading changes con- 
tinuously along the scale it will decrease 
gradually from 3 tons to 2 tons between 
20ft. and 25ft. and from 2 tons to 1 ton 
between 25ft. and 30ft. But I agree it can 
be misleading to the man who’s got other 
things to think about.” 

“There’s another difficulty,” I said. 
“With horizontal jib tower cranes the loads 
and radii are usually marked with a series 
of signals, and the safe working loads go 
down in steps. That’s where more con- 
fusion arises. The only practical solution, 
as I see it, is to omit the radius scale 
altogether. If you must have the radius 
marks they should be spaced between the 
radius marks, like this... .”

“It’s right enough,” said Jones. “I’ve 
heard crane drivers complaining about 
these things being different on each type 
of machine. And another thing. Both the 
driver and the slinger should be able to 
see the scales clearly, but they’re not 
always easy to read.” 

Roy looked at me and smiied. 

“You seem to have started something,” 
he said.

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“BUILDING IN THE ’SIXTIES” 
EXHIBITION 


HE exhibition “Building in the ’Sixties” 
will be officially opened at the Guild- 
hall, London, by Alderman Sir Frank 
Newson Smith at 12 noon on Monday 
March 27.

the Millbank development scheme; and 
one of the country’s most advanced fac- 
tories—Texas Instruments’ factory at 
Bedford. Fourteen jobs of this calibre 
are being featured in the exhibition. 

At the same time the exhibition shows 
leading concrete buildings and structures 
of the ’50s which led up to this develop- 
ment, and also includes a section on new 
techniques in construction and, more par- 
ticularly, in surface treatments of con- 
crete which, it is claimed, can now give it 
a finish able to hold its own with that of 
any other material. 


LACK OF UNIFORMITY 


Confusion is arising over the lack of 
uniformity in the use of the solid yellow 
line, according to Traders’ Road Trans- 
port Association, the C licence operators’ 
body.

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EASTERN REGION RAILWAY MODERNISATION 
AT COLCHESTER 


100ft. Girders for 


YHE Eastern Region's rail speed-up 
plans for the East Anglian main 
line took another step forward last 
week when two 100ft. girders for a new 
bridge over the Colchester “‘dive-under” 
line arrived at the site. 
Believed to be the longest ever made in 
the London area, the new 40-ton girders 


have been brought from the Millwall 
works of the bridge builders—Joseph 
Westwood and Co., Ltd.—by road and 


rail. 

The new bridge is one of the chief fea- 
tures in a big programme of track work 
now being carried-out in connection with 
the complete reconstruction of Colchester 
station. When work is fully completed 
sometime in 1962—main line trains in the 
area will be able to reach speeds of up to 


90 m.p.h. The bridge will carry trains on 
the Norwich main line over the new 
1200-yard-long dive-under line—which is 
being specially constructed to serve 


Clacton-bound trains. 





Dive-Under Line 


The new bridge will be a heavily-skewed 
two-track structure, consisting of two 
welded steel main girders and a deck of 
steel joists encased in concrete. The main 
girders have a span of 95ft. and an overall 
length of 100ft. They are placed at 29ft. 
centres. 

To facilitate the construction of the 
abutments and wing walls, the District 
Engineer for the area has already placed 
way-beams over the locations of the 
abutments, enabling the contractors, The 
Cementation Co. Ltd., to excavate in a 
trench under traffic. The concrete wing 
walls and abutments—each abutment sup- 
ported by 40 piles—will then be built, also 
under traffic. 

A temporary staging will be erected 
alongside the site of the bridge and the 
main girders and deck assembled there. 
When all is ready, the entire deck, ready 
ballasted and weighing approximately 
540-tons, will be rolled into position. This 
operation is expected to take place in 
May of this year.

THREE HOTELS IN EIRE TO COST $7M. 


NTERNATIONAL Hotels Corporation, 
New York, have announced plans for 
the construction of three hotels in Eire—at 
Dublin. Limerick and Cork—to cost about 
$7 million. 

The Dublin hotel will be an eight-storey, 
320-ronom structure, and will cost over 
$4 million, while the projects in Limerick 
and Cork will be 96-room motor inns, 
costing about $14 million each, Preliminary 
designs for all three buildings have been 
prevared by the American architect, 
William B. Tabler. 

Features of the Dublin building will in- 
clude an Olympic-size outdoor swimming 
pool and a cocktail lounge on the hotel 
roof. All rooms will have vrivate baths 
and all the vublic rooms will be air con- 
ditioned. Dining facilities will include a 
main dining room, a grill and a smaller 
restaurant. and a ballroom accommodating 
500 persons for a banquet and 700 persons 
for a conference. Parking facilities will 
be provided for at least 250 cars. 


The two motor inns will be similar in 
design, and will consist of twin two-storey 
guest-room buildings, each containing 48 
rooms. All public and service facilities 
will be concentrated in a core building 
comprising a restaurant, bar and lounge 
and the ancillary hotel service facilities. 
Both inns will have large outdoor swim- 
ming pools.

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STANDARDS ENGINEERS’ 
ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


HE seventh annual conference of en- 
gineers and others concerned with the 
application of standards, is being held this 
year on May 9 and 10 and will be opened 
by Viscount Hailsham, Lord President of 
the Council and Minister for Science. 

These conferences have attracted in- 
creasing interest over the past years and 
have provided a valuable opportunity for 
discussion and exchange of experience 
among standards personnel from a growing 
range of industries. They have also led 
to the creation of the new “Register of 
Standards Associates” under the aegis of 
the B.S.I., and the programme committee 
of the Register has been active in the 
planning of this forthcoming seventh con- 
ference. It has been decided this year 
to hold a two-day meeting, with parallel 
sessions on the second day, to give greater 
opportunity for detailed discussion. 

The first day of the conference will con- 
sist of plenary sessions at the Connaught 
Rooms, London, when Sir Stanley Harley 
(Coventry Gauge and Tool Co., Ltd.) will 
take the chair. After the formal opening 
by Lord Hailsham, a contribution on the 
trades union viewpoint on _ industrial 
standards will be given by Mr. G. Doughty 
of the Association of Engineering and Ship- 
building Draughtsmen. Papers will also be 
given on An Integrated Standards Pro- 
gramme in the Company (Mr. F. E. 
Butcher, of Joseph Lucas Ltd.), Standards 
in Product Development (Electronics) (Mr. 
D. F. Egan, of Mullard Ltd.) and Standards 
in Market Research and Sales (speaker to 
be announced). 

The second day’s programme, to be held 
at British Standards Hous2, will consist 
of three parallel sessions in the morning 
and three in the afternoon, to discuss in 
smaller groups various topics, including: 
The application of a standards system in 
a smaller company; Steel—variety reduc- 
tion by manufacturers and users; Stand- 
ardization in fields where techniques are 
advancing rapidly; Standardization in a 
l-off and batch production company; The 
Unified screw thread in British industry. 


REGIONAL TECHNICAL COLLEGES 


The list of regional technical colleges 
in England and Wales is to be revised 
and a new list designated. In a circular 
to local: education authorities Sir David 
Eccles, Minister of Education, explains that 
up to April, 1959, regional colleges were, 
in effect, identified with those colleges 
receiving a special grant for courses in 
advanced technology. This test is no 
longer applicable, says the Minister, and- 
it is necessary to review the list of regional 
colleges and to decide how far it continues 
to be appropriate in view of recent and 
prospective developments at the individual 
colleges and in the regions generally. 

Decisions on the colleges to be 
designated in the revised list will be taken 
after consultations with local education 
authorities .and the regional advisory 
councils, It is not the Minister’s intention 
to fix now for ali time the list of regional 
colleges. The list will be revised again 
in the future if at any time it appears 
desirable in view of changed circumstances. 
Colleges of art or colleges of commerce 
will not be affected.

CENSUS OF PRODUCTION ARRANGED 
FOR 1961 


RRANGEMENTS for the Census of 
Production to be taken in 1962 in re- 
spect of the year 1961 have now been 
settled after consultation with the Census 
of Production Advisory Committee. The 
Census for 1961 will be on similar lines 
to the census now being taken in respect 
of the year 1960, and will include firms 
engaged in mining and quarrying, manu- 
facturing, construction and water supply. 
Census returns will be required only 
from a sample of businesses employing 
25 or more persons; they will not be 
required from those supplying the Board 
with monthly or quarterly figures of 
stocks and capital expenditure. 
The questions asked will relate only to 
sales and work done, capital expenditure 


and stocks and work in _ progress. 
(Exceptionally, for the construction 
industry, information about employment 


will be required in place of sales and work 
done.) In addition to this information 
firms will be required to give details of 
their sales direct to the public (e.g.. by 
mail order, to own employees, etc.). This 


information will complement that obtained 
in the Census of Distribution for 1961 and 
will be used to improve the estimates of 
consumers’ expenditure. 


Future Programme 


In accordance with a recommendation 
of the Verdon Smith Committee the 
periodicity of detailed Censuses of Pro- 
duction has been reviewed by the Board 
of Trade. They have concluded that 
census operations should be planned on 
the basis of a five-yearly interval between 


detailed Censuses of Production and 
between full and sample Censuses of 
Distribution. This programme will, 


however, be subject to further review in 
the light of changing circumstances and of 
Government needs. 

As already announced, a_ detailed 
Census of Distribution is to be taken 
relating to the year 1961. It is intended 
that the next detailed Census of Production 
should relate to the year 1963, to be 
followed by a sample Census of Distri- 
bution for 1966 and by a detailed Census 
of Production for 1968. 


PREFABRICATED SCHOOL 
BUILDING IN HAMPSHIRE 


Hampshire county education committee 
propose to provide several primary schools 
in the 1960/61 and 1961/62 major building 
programmes in prefabricated systems of 
construction. 

This will be to a design prepared, in 
consultation with the County Education 
Officer, by the County Architect or by 
private architects employed by the com- 
mittee. 

Although the authority have so far con- 
fined the provision of schools in prefabri- 
cated systems of construction to single- 
storey buildings, they have agreed to em- 
ploy the “Derwent” and “Medway Mark V” 
systems of construction, in the provision of 
tive junior schools included in the 1961/62 
programme. 

One or more junior schools will be built 
in each system of construction, provided 
the county architect finds it practicable 
to prepare a design or designs suitable for 
repetition on the various sites. 


A report to the council says that 
financial economies in using a prefabricated 


system will not be the main object and 
none, in fact, may be achieved. 
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MAXIMUM NATURAL LIGHTING IN 
LEEDS PRINTING WORKS 


(vasa walling supplemented by 
vertical fins at each mullion is a 
feature of a new three-storey printing 
works extension being built at Leeds 
for Alf Cooke, Ltd. 


This feature makes the maximum use 
of natural lighting and eliminates direct 
sun glare. The fins will be of pressed 
metal construction, integral with the 
mullions at approximately 3ft. centres. 
They will run continuously from the top 
of the brick podium up to roof level, pro- 
jecting about 12in. from the face of the 
building. 

The new extension will be 120ft. long 
and will vary in width from 49ft. to 56ft., 
the storey heights being 18ft., 14ft. 3in. 
and 12ft. The lift machinery and heating 
plant will be housed in a-brick penthouse 
on the flat roof. 


The frame is of in-situ reinforced con- 





crete construction with a main spine beam 
spanning 38ft. between twin internal 
columns, and the transverse beams having 
spans ranging from 2lft. to 28ft. This 
arrangement allows maximum _— unob- 
structed floor areas for the operation of 
the large printing machines. 

Heating and ventilation will be by 
plenum system, allowing six complete air 
changes per hour. The heater batteries, 
filters, fans, etc., are all housed in the roof 
penthouse, distribution of air being by 
means of a main vertical duct immediately 
beneath, and thence in ducts housed in 
the main and transverse beams. 


The building, costing about £80,000, is 
scheduled for completion before the end 
of the year. Holland & Hannen and 
Cubitts (Scotland), Ltd., North East Area 
Office, Gateshead, 11, are the main con- 
tractors.

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ANOTHER BRITISH TUNNELLING RECORD 


NEW British tunnelling record has been 
4\. achieved by Thyssen Shaft Sinking Co., 
Ltd.. at the Blaengwrach New Drift of the 
National Coal Board (South Western 
Division). 

In a seven day period between 7 a.m. 
on February 20, and 7 a.m. on February 
27, a 14ft heading rising at 1 in 300 was 
advanced l108yd. through shales, sandy 
shale, and at times thin coal seams. The 
previous record was held by a team of 
National Coal Board tunnellers at Bank 
Hall Colliery, Lancashire, with an advance 
of 107yd. 

The advance of 108yd. also ended a 
four week period in which the drift was 
advanced 264yd. in 24 working days at an 
average of Ilyd. per day. 


General Statistics 


The ground excavated totalled 1946 
cu. yd. including 50 cu. yd. of overbreak 
which occurred in the proximity of coal 
seams.

OHN LAING CONSTRUCTION, LTD., 
eJ have started work on the construction 
of a new store for F. W. Woolworth and 
Co., Ltd., at the junction of Argyle Street 
and Miller Street, Glasgow.

Argyle 
and Miller Street elevations will also in- 
clude the use of black, red, and grey 
granite and mosaic infilling panels between 
windows.

MOTORING ORGANISATIONS 
CALL FOR CUT IN TAXATION 


Britain’s three motoring organisations, 
the R.A.C., the A.A. and the R.S.A.C., in 
a statement issued last week, said that the 
country’s motoring community was being 
“squeezed dry” by the high rate of motor 
taxation. 

The Standing Joint Committee of the 
R.A.C., the A.A. and the R.S.A.C. has 
appealed to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer for a cut in taxation in next 
month’s budget, pointing out that the 
annual yield of over £600 million a year is 
out of all reasonable proportion to 
Government expenditure on roads. 


A spokesman for the Standing Joint 
Committee said: “The total amount re- 
ceived by the Government from motor 
taxation has steadily increased over the 
years with the rapid growth in the number 
of vehicles in the country. During the 
past 10 years less has been ploughed back 
by the Government into the roads pro- 
gramme than was taken in taxation dur- 
ing last year alone. The burden shouldered 
by the motoring public could be lightened 
considerably by a review of the fuel tax, 
which stands at 2s. 6d. a gallon. A re- 
duction is long overdue, bearing in mind 
that the cost of petrol to road users is 
more than doubled by taxation”. 


LACK OF COMPETITION IN 
TENDERING 


A serious lack of competition in tender- 
ing for new schemes, resulting in consider- 
ably increased tenders, is reported by 
Hampshire county education committee. 

“This situation has arisen because, at 
the present time, the building industry is 
considerably overloaded,” the committee 
declares. 

Although similar problems are being 
experienced by other authorities, they are 
very marked in Hampshire where rapid 
building development is taking place. 

For the two major building programmes 


1960/61 and 1961/62, the council has 
authorised a_ total expenditure of 
£3,213,000.

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MODERNISATION OF TRINIDAD’S

Three New Multi-Storey Blocks 


A! the General Hospital in Port of 

Spain, Trinidad, work is progress- 
ing On a modernisation programme 
which, when completed, will make the 
hospital one of the largest, most modern 
and best equipped in the whole of the 
Caribbean area. 


New buildings, being built by Holland 
& Hannen and Cubitts (Trinidad), Ltd., 
comprise three blocks, with accommo- 
dation for approximately 700 beds, and 
are constructed of reinforced concrete to 
eaves roofed with steel with wide over- 
hanging eaves to provide as full a 
protection as possible to all floors from 
sun penetration. 

The main six-storey wards and general 
treatment block, sited in the central 
garden courtyard, is built on stilts to 
allow the free circulation of air to the 
existing building. 

The operating theatre block, which is 
contained on two floors and is roofed with 
curved structural steel roof members, is 
connected to the main block by means of 


a bridge of lattice steel construction with 
side glazing which is ramped to permit the 
smooth passage of stretcher trolleys 
between the main block and the theatre. 

The third block comprises a_ three- 
storey maternity wing which again is pro- 
vided with a fully overhanging structural 
steel pitched roof. All three buildings are 
sited in landscaped garden and pedestrian 
areas. 

Some 160 tons of structural steelwork 
was supplied and erected by Sanders and 
Forster, Ltd., of the Chamberlain group 
of companies, London, using local labour 
recruited by supervisors sent out from this 
country. To speed the erection, arrange- 
ments were made for Sanders and Forster 
to use the general contractors’ tower 
crane. 

The new buildings have been designed 
by the London architects, Devereux and 
Davies and directed through their Port 
of Spain offices, whilst the consulting 
engineers for the contract were Clarke, 
Nicholls and Marcell of London, again 
operating through their local Port of 
Spain office.
